Kingdom will continue its Islamic duties: King Fahd

RIYADH; March 29, (Agen- 
cies): King Fahd of Saudi 
Arabia has said his country- 
, - , s will continue building its 
jjtfp military defences despite a 
vefled Israeli threat to launch 
a pre-emptive strike against 
missiles the kingdom bought 
from' China, the Saudi news 
agency reported. 

“The Kingdom of Saudi 
Arabia wHl pursue its ratified 
defensive programmes and will 
continue its Islamic and Arab 
duties," the agency quoted the 
Saudi monarch as saying. 

Danger 

Information Minister Ali 
Shaer said Fahd made the 
remarks at a cabinet meeting to 
discuss the “solidarity" expres- 
sed by Arab and other friendly 
nations toward “repeated Israeli 
threats to strike at the missiles 
that the kingdom has purchased 
to defend its territory and holy 
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places." 

An aide to Israeli Prime Mini- 
ster Yitzhak Shamir hinted last 
week that the Jewish state might 
launch a pre-emptive strike 
against the intermediate-range 
CSS-2 missiles. 

The aide, Yossi Ben Aharon, 
said Israel has acquired the 
reputation of not waiting until a 
“potential danger becomes a 
reality.” 


The CSS-2 missile, with a 
range of 2,200 miles (3,500 km), 
is capable of hitting any Middle 
East capital, including Tel Aviv, 
but Saudi officials have stressed 
that the missiles would not be 
equipped with nuclear warheads 
and were only intended for 
defensive purposes. 

Saudi Arabia confirmed last 
week that it had bought the mis- 
sies. 

Fahd expressed his “deepest 
gratitude and appreciation” for

the messages of support from 
fellow Arab leaders, Shaer said. 

The monarch also stressed 
Saudi Arabia's “legitimate right 
in pursuing our sovereignty over 
our land and defending our 
homeland and the Islamic sanc- 
tities,” a reference to Makkah 


and Madina, Islam's holiest 
shrines. 

A number of Arab and Islamic 
countries have sent messages of 
support after die Israeli threat. 

US President Reagan warned 
Israel last week not to try to des- 
troy the missiles. 

Saudi Deputy Defence Mini- 
ster Prince Abdel Rahman Bin 
Abdel Aziz has described the 
Israeli statements a “flagrant 
interference in affairs concerning 
the kingdom's security and 
sovereignty.” 

Reactions 

State-run Riyadh Radio 
quoted the defence officials as 
telling a graduation ceremony on 
Sunday at the Air Defence 
Academy in Jeddah, that Arab 
reactions “were very demon- 
strative and affirmed Arab 
solidarity in securing compre- 
hensive Arab security against 
any foreign threat.” 

King Fahd will visit Egypt as 


soon as possible, a senior Saudi 
official said today. 

“King Fahd will seize the first 
opportunity to coordinate with 
his brother President (Hosni) 
Mubarak to pay an official visit 
to Egypt as soon as possible,”. 
Prince Faisal Bin Fahd, head of 
the Saudi Youth Organisation, 
said after talks with Mubarak.

Egypt’s Middle East News 
Agency (Mena) quoted the 
prince as saying he handed 
Mubarak a message from King 
Fahd on bilateral relations.

Tehran blamed for using poison gas 

Iraq may attack Iranian 
cities with chemical bombs 


NICOSIA, Marti 29, (Agen- 
cies): Iraq, charging Iran with 
using poison gas in its latest Gulf 
war offensive, threatened today 
to attack Iranian cities with 
chemical weapons as invading 
Revolutionary Guards were 
reported advancing deeper into 
Kurdistan. 

Baghdad's official news 
agency said Iraqi warplanes hit 
two ships off Iran's Gulf coast 
during the night as the so-called 
“tanker war” flared. 

There was no independent 
co nfir mation of the attacks, the 
fourth and fifth claimed by Iraq 
in less than a week, but shipping 
officials said they feared Iranian 
retaliation. 

Iraqi-backed Iranian rebels, 
including units of women fight- 
ers going into combat for the first 
time, appeared to have pushed 
into southwest Iran’s oil-rich 
Khuzestan province around the 
town of Fakkeh today. 

There was no independent 
confirmation of the reported 
push by the National Liberation 
Army of Iran (Mujahedeen-e- 
Khalq). But Iran, which claimed 
yesterday the rebel offensive was 
repulsed, said its warplanes bom- 
bed “enemy forces” in the Fak- 
keh region several miles 
(kilometres) inside Khuzestan 
today. 


That indicated that the battle 
with the task-led NLA rebels 
was still going on. 

The NLA said yesterday that 
IS rebel brigades, an estimated 
several thousand fighters, 
pushed into Khuzestan in Lheir 
biggest offensive against 
Ayatollah Khomeini’s regime. 

Nuri Nayef, director of the 
official Iraqi News Agency’s 
Cairo office, said in the Egyptian 
capital an Iraqi government 
spokesman told him that “Iraq 
might choose a number of large 
Iranian cities to be the targets of 
chemical weapons as a deterrent 
and punitive measure.” 
Charged 

Both sidesinthe7 1/2-year-old 
Gulf war have been hammering 
each other’s cities with missiles, 
air raids and artillery for a 
month, causing hundreds of 
ci vilian casualties. Iraq said Iran 
shelled 10 border towns yester- 
day, killing civilians. 

lroa quoted Iran’s Parliament 
Speaker, Hashemi Rafsanjani, 
as saying his country is now 
producing its own missiles and 
shortly will be able to lob up to 20 
a day on Iraqi dues. 

Nayef told reporters that the 
unidentified spokesman charged 
that Iran deployed chemical 
weapons in Kurdistan last week 
and Iraq may respond to stop it 


from repeating such attacks. 

Iran bad blamed Iraq for the 
chemical bomb attacks on the 
Kurdish towns of Halabja, 
Dojaila and Khormal on March 
16-17. 

Irna said Iranian fighter-bom- 
bers were in action again today 
supporting Revolutionary 
Guards Tehran says have pushed 
about 1 5 miles (25 kms) into the 
Darband ikhan region of north- 
east Iraq since March 16. 

The I rani an News Agency said 
Iranian naval forces attacked the 
dormant oil platform of A1 Bakr 
off the Iraqi port of Faw in the 
northern Guff. It said the plat- 
form was set ablaze in the attack. 

Iraq has admitted losing 
territory in Kurdistan, but has 
given no details. 

In New York, Iraq criticised a 
UN decision to send two experts 
to Iran to investigate the repor- 
ted chemical bombings in Kur- 
distan and urged the United 
Nations to send another team to 
check alleged murder and torture 
of Iraqi prisoners of war by Iran. 

Iraqi Foreign Minister Tariq 
Aziz said in a fetter to UN 
Secretary -General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar that the United 
Nations was ignoring Iran’s use 
of chemical weapons and letting 
Iran drag its feet in implementing 
a ceasefire. 


ANC official 
in Paris 
shot dead 

PARIS, March 29, (Reuter): An 
unidentified killer shot dead the 
Paris representative of the 
African National Congress 
(ANC) guerrilla group as she 
arrived for work today. South 
Africa denied ANC charges that 
it was responsible for the death. 

Police said Dulde September, 
ANC representative for France, 
Belgium and Luxembourg, was 
Shot five times with a 22 ralibre 
rifle as she unlocked her office in 
the capital’s run-down 10th dis- 
trict. 

A spokesman -for the ANC, 
which is fighting white minority 
domination in South Africa, 
blamed Pretoria for the killing- 

Violence 

Suggesting a power struggle 
within the ANC, Botha said 
serious differences arise among 
members of organisations “that 
use violence to attain political 
goals.”

Warning of collision 
by mistake in Gulf 


THE Soviet naval commander in 
the Guff warned in an interview 
published yesterday of “coll- 
isions by mistake” between 
foreign fleets in the region and 
suggested the United States 
reduce the size of its Middle East 
force. 

In an interview with a Kuwaiti 
daily newspaper. Gen. Valery 
Sergiev said: “We believe that 
this intensive naval presence is a 
source of great danger, because it 
creates a state of tension which 
could lead to a collision by mis- 
take at any time.” 

Reduce 

He insisted the Soviets have 
only four units, including two 
minesweepers, in the Gulf. Other 
reports have said they have up to 
10 vessels in the waterway and 
nearby, including two des- 
troyers. 

He suggested the United 
States reduce its 16-unit Middle 
East force to four or five because 
that would be sufficient for the 
job. 

“We are in the Gulf for a 
limited period of time to provide 
protection for our tankers,” he 
said. 

Soviet vessels were first repor- 


ted in the waterway in late 1986. 
The following year, their 
presence became more perman- 
ent as they escorted commercial 

ships flying their flag through the 

troubled waterway . 

Iraq has been trying to throttle 
Iran’s oil revenues by hitting tan- 
kers ferrying its oil through the 
Gulf. Iran retaliates with strikes 
on neutral shipping lanes. 

“We respect international law 
and refrain from entering 
territorial waters of Gulf states,” 
Sergiev said. 

The Soviet Union has been 
campaigning for the formation 
of a United Nations force to 
provide escort operations for all 
vessels in the waterway, replac- 
ing the individual units. 

Sergiev described the situation 
in the Gulf as "extremely dif- 
ficult and tense.” He also said he 
regretted he could not be 
optimistic about a quick end to 
the Iran-Iraq conflict. 

Britain, France, Italy, the 
Netherlands and Belgium also 
have warships or minesweepers 
in the Gulf. 

Sergiev said that his units 
would react “vigorously” 
against any Iranian attack on the 
Soviet units in the Gulf. 


Asian 

women 

live 

longer 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 29, 
(UPI): Asian women live seven 
years longer than white women 
and 20 years longer than black 
men, a San Francisco state 
researcher reported yesterday. 

Dr Robert Schmidt, a profes- 
sor of clinical science, studied 
ageing in California and Hawaii 
and said he had concluded that 
an extended family could be the 
key to longevity. 

“One important thing that 
we’ve been looking at (in ageing 
research) has been the notion of 
social networking, of extended 
families living in the home, some- 
thing that at least until recently 
has meant more social support 
for people of Asian anoestiy.” 

He noted that Hawaiians had 
the longest average lifespan of 
residents of any states and sug- 
gested that was because the 
extended family is a tradition in 
Hawaii. 

Expect 

He said Asian women in 
California can expect to live an 
average of 85.8 years and Asian 
men 79.2 years. Even the figure 
for Asian men is seven years lon- 
ger than Hispanic men, eight 
years longer than white men and 
14 years longer than black men, 
he said. 

He said another key to the long 
life for Asians was that they had a 
low accident rate and were far 
less likely than other ethnic 
groups to die in car accidents, 
accidental shootings or other 
fatal mishaps. 

Baby born at 
Airport Hotel 

ASRI LANKAN lady gave birth 
to a baby in her room at the 
Kuwait Airport Hotel. 

A hotel press release said the 
hotel staff were informed 10 
hours after the birth and contac- 
ted the airport doctor who 
arrived immediately and found 
both mother and baby doing 
well. They were then taken to 
Farwaniya Hospital. 

This is the second birth at the 
hotel since it opened last year. 

PLO mission 

NEW YORK, March 29, 
(Reuter): A federal judge today 
reserved decision on a plea by a 
group of religious leaders and 
civil libertarians to stop die US 
government from closing the 
PLO’s UN mission. 

Judge Edmund Palraieii, after 
expressing doubts about the con- 
stitutionality of a law passed by 
Congress last year as part of an 
“anti-terrorism" drive, 
scheduled another hearing for 
April 7.

Israel isolates occupied areas 

Palestinians take 
to the streets 


RAMALLAH, Occupied West 
Bank, March 29, (Agencies): 
Israel's Army isolated the 
occupied territories today, sever- 
ing telephone links to the Gaza 
Strip, reportedly shooting at cur- 
few violators and barring some 
foreign relief workers from the 
West Bank. 

Palestinians took to the 
streets, some throwing 
firebombs in protest. Troops 
shot and wounded 11 Arabs, 
including a 13-year-old girl, 
according to the Army and Arab 
reports. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin and Chief of Staff Lt Gen. 
Dan Shomron for the first time 
threatened a long-term closure of 
the territories. 

“For now, the derision to close 
the areas is for three days,” 
Rabin told Israel Radio. “But 
I've always said we have to adjust 
our measures to confront every 
eventuality.” 

Imposing 

The tough measures were 
aimed at quelling nearly four 
months of Arab unrest by impos- 
ing collective punishment op the 
Palestinians and at banningjour- 
nalists, who the Israelis blame, 
for fuelling the riots. 

Israeli Industry Minister Ariel 
Sharon said today that the Pales- 
tinian uprising could lead Arab 
states to launch a surprise war 
against Israel. 

“The central problem before 
us today is how to prevent the 
deteriorating situation from 
bringing us a surprise Arab war,” 
the hawkish fonner,defence min- 
ister said on Israel Radio - 

The Gaza Strip was singled out 
for particularly harsh restric- 
tions, in part because the upris- 
ing began thereon Dec 9 and also 
because it is easier to cut off the 
190-kilomelre-Iong (6-miIe- 
long) Mediterranean strip. 

“No human beings are on the 
streets. It's like a cemetery. The 
Army announced over louds- 
peakers “anyone who leaves 
their home will be shot,” deposed 
Mayor Rashad A1 Shawaa said. 
Received 

He said he saw soldiers fire on 
a handful ofFalestinians who left 
their homes in his neighbour- 
hood in defiance of the curfew. 

Shawaa said the telephone call 
from the AP was the first he had 
received in 26 hours. Most tele- 
phone lines to Gaza remained cut 
tonight 

Bernard Mills, the United 
Nations Relief and Works 
Agency Director in Gaza, 
relayed a message by radio to UN 
officials. 

“You have 650,000 people 
under house arrest,” he said, 
reporting a heavy Army presence 


in deserted streets, forcing UN 
workers to sleep in the agency's 
medical clinics. 

Foreign reporters appealed to 
the Supreme Court to overturn 
the closure order, the first in the 
territories since Israel captured 
them from Jordan and Egypt in 
the 1967 Middle East war. 

The Army conducted mass 
detentions of Palestinians as 
soon as the restrictions went into 
affect, arresting 600 overnight, 
Israel Radio said. 

The Palestine Press Service 
said 120 were jailed under special 
powers permitting six months 
detention without trial. The 
Army confirmed it was making 
mass arrests, but declined to give 
figures. 

Prevent 

The measures were taken to 
prevent large-scale Arab rioting 
on Wednesday, a PLO-ordered 
day of riots marking the 12th 
anniversary of Land Day, when 
Israeli soldiers killed six Arabs 
protesting land confiscation. 
Thousands of police were mobil- 
ised this evening in Arab towns in 
Israel. 

At roadblocks in the West 
Bank, troops turned away a UN 
official and Save the Children 
director Chris George, despite an 
Army announcement that the 
closure would not affect inter- 
national relief workers. The 
Army refused comment. 

Both organisations said they 
would protest. 

The United States said yester- 
day it regretted Israel's decision, 
to seal off the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip for three 
days. 

“At this stage, I would say we 
regret the decision because of the 
impact it will have on commerce, 
on visits between family mem- 
bers and of course on press 
access,” State Department 
Spokesman Charles Redman 
told reporters. 

France described as “regretta- 
ble” Israel’s unprecedented 
closures of the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

In Amman , the official Petra 
news agency said today that Jor- 
dan's King Hussein will donate 
his salary for March to help 
Palestinians protesting against 
Israel's occupation of the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

The UN Security Council will 
resume debate tomorrow on the 
situation in the Israeli-occupied 
territories, Arab League UN 
representative Clovis Maksoud 
said today. 

Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar expressed 
“acute concern” today over the 
continuing killing ofPalestinians 
in Israel's occupied territories. 


Libyans abroad may return 


LONDON, March 29, (UPI): 
Libyan leader Moammar Khad- 
dafi today pledged all Libyans 
living abroad can return home 
without facingcharges but added 
those who will stay abroad will be 
considered US or Israeli agents, 
Libyan Radio reported. 

The official radio, monitored 
in London by the BBC, reported 
on a Khaddafi speech promising 
ail Libyans living abroad they 
will not face prosecution. But he 
warned those who refuse will be 
considered foreign agents. 

More than a dozen opponents 
of Khaddafi living abroad have 


been killed — apparently by 
Libyan government agents — 
over the last several years. 

“Libyans who are abroad are 
not conspirators,” Khaddafi 
said in his speech. 'They can all 
return to Libya unconditionally 
and without restrictions. But he 
who does not return is the agent 
who is linked with American and 
Israeli intelligence." 

Khaddafi said he was “proud” 
that “freedom is being con- 
solidated on Libyan land and 
that dignity is being bolstered”, 
by his government. 


Car bomb in 
Kabul kills 
Soviet 
advisers 

ISLAMABAD, March 29, 
(Reuter): A jeep packed with 
explosives exploded in a Kabul 
shopping street on Sunday, kill- 
ing four Soviet advisers and 
another person. Western 
diplomatic sources in Islamabad 
said today. 

The mid-morning blast ripped 
through shops in the Afghan 
capital's Shahr Nau district 
which is popular with Soviet 
troops and advisers and their 
families, they said. 

The blast occurred despite 
heavy patrolling by trios of 
Soviet soldiers who frequently 
. stop and check passers-by. 

At least five other bombs have 
exploded in Kabul in the past 
week, killin g three people. The 
diplomats said the bombings and 
guerrilla rock attacks had inten- 
sified after a lull. 

In Moscow, a Soviet Foreign 
Ministry spokesman denied that 
the Soviet advisers had been 
killed in the car bomb explosion. 

The spokesman Gennady 
Gerasimov said he had spoken 
by telephone with Moscow’s 
ambassador in Kabul after see- 
ing the report. 

“He told me nothing hap- 
pened, that all the Soviet advisers 
there are well and healthy,” he 
said. 

Efforts 

The attacks coincided with 
Soviet efforts to prepare for a 
possible withdrawal of the 
Kremlin’s 115,000 troops from 
Afghanistan. 

The sources said many people 
were injured in Sunday's blast 
which seemed aimed directly at 
Soviet personnel. 

It was not dear whether it was 
-planted by Muslim guerrillas or 
warring factions in the Soviet- 
backed Afghan government, 
they said. 

Some Western diplomats 
reported the Russians were 
preparing to hand over certain 
outposts to Kabul forces ahead 
of a withdrawal. 

“There are concrete signs of 
preparation for a Soviet withdr- 
awal," one diplomat said. 

The Kremlin offered to begin 
the pull-out on May 15 if a UN- 
mediated peace agreement was 
signed this month in Geneva.

NEW DELHI, March 29, (AP): 
A lawmaker demanded in 
Parliament yesterday that 
foreign tourists found bathing in 
the nude ou the palm-fringed 
beaches' of Goa be deported to 
prevent “cultural aggression” 
against India. 

Shantaram Naik, a member of 
the governing Congress Party 
from Goa, demanded to know 
from the Tourism Minister what 
steps were being taken against 
nudism. 

Naik said in the lower house of 
Parliament that nudism amoun- 
ted to “cultural aggression on 
this country.” 

Goa, a favourite tourist beach 
resort on the western coast of 
India, is known for its fun and 
music-loving people. But it -also 
has become identified with per- 
missiveness and nudity, mainl y 
by foreign tourists.

COLOMBO, March 29, (Reu- 
ter): A bomb in a sack of onions 
killed nine bus passengers in cen- 
tral Sri Lanka today in the latest 
attack by Tamil separatist 
guerrillas on Sinhalese civilians, 
mili tary sources said. 

They said 15 people were 
injured in the blast which 
occurred as the bus was passing a 
small village called Ratmalgah- 
awewa, about 30 km (20 miles) 
from the sacred Buddhist city of 
Anuradhapura in the north-cen- 
tral province. 

Police blamed the largest 
T amil rebel group, the Libera- 
tion Tigers of Tamil Eelam, for 
the blast, saying all the victims 
were from the majority Sinhalese 
community. 

Repudiated 

Tbe police said 25 to 30 passen- 
gers were inside the bus. Seven of 
them died instantly and two 
more in the Anuradhapura hosp- 
ital. 

The Tigers have repudiated a 
peace pact between Sri T-anfru 


and India aimed at ending a five- 
year-old Tamil rebellion in which 
more than 8,000 people have 
been killed. 

The rebels are continuing their 
armed campaign to set up an 
independent homeland for min- 
ority T amils . 

The bus bomb followed a str- 
ing of attacks on Sinhalese and 
Muslim villages in the East since 
the beginning of this month in 
which more than 100 civilians 
were killed.

BONN, West Germany, March 
29, (AP): The Rhine River stop- 
ped just short of pouring into a 
section of Cologne today, but 
two people in Bavaria apparently 
died when another flooded river 
swept away their vehicle. 

Cologne residents breathed a 
sigh of relief when the Rhine 
stabilised at 9.95 metres (32.3 
feet). At 10 metres (32.5 feet), the 
river would have entered the 
city's low-lying old town area. 

Experts predicted the Rhine 
Boon waters would slowly begin 
to recede. 

Rescue workers were search- 
ing for a Volkswagen bus with 
two people that witnesses said 
was swept away by the flooded 
main river in the Bavarian city of 
Wuerzburg, where streets along 
the banks of the river were inun- 
dated. 

Police said the witnesses repor- 
ted seeing the headlights of the 


bus in the floodwaters and heard 
cries for help. 

The vehicle had disappeared 
by the time rescue workers 
arrived in boats, police said. 

Over the weekend and yester- 
day, rising waters in Bavaria for- 
ced the evacuation of thousands 
of residents and farm animals. 

An elderly man died after suf- 
fering a heart attack in the 
flooded upper Bavarian town of 
Straubing, bringing the flood- 
related death toll to three, 
officials said.

A 61 -year-old Koblenz man 
and three-year-old boy from 
Bamberg died over tbe weekend. 

Rhine area officials said late 
yesterday that their famed river 
would spill over dikes near 
Cologne early today if it contin- 
ued rising at the 2-centixnetre- 
per-hour (one-inch) rate, as 
expected. 


JOHANNESBURG, March 29, 
(Reuter): South African soldiers 
killed four suspected guerrillas in 
a gunfight near the northern bor- 
der with Zimbabwe, a military 
spokesman said today. 


He said soldiers tracked seven 
men from just south of the Zim- 
babwe border towards the 
nominally independent 
homeland of Venda, killing four 
in a gun battle and wounding 
one.

AMRITSAR. March 29, (Reu- 
ter): Sikh gunmen burst into a 
north Indian village house and 
massacred 10 members of a Sikh 
family including children and a 
pregnant woman, police said 
today. 

Five extremists sprayed 
automatic fire at the family as 
they ate together in Kaura Vid- 
baun villge, 67 km (40 mites) 
south-west of the Sikh holy city 
Amritsar, last night, Amritsar 
police said. 

First reports from police said 
the gunmen had attacked a 
marriage party and killed the 
groom. They said later the mur- 
dered family was celebrating the 
visit of a newly-wed relative. 

Killing 

Sikh militants fighting for a 
separate state in Punjab -have 
stepped up attacks recently, kill- 
ing more than 200 people this 
month. The death toll so far this 
year is more than 450 compared 
with 1 ,200 for the whole of 1987. 


The attacks have risen despite 
the release this month of Sikh 
high priests and dozens of susp- 
ected militants detained without 
trial after the Indian Army stor- 
med the Golden Temple in 
Amritsar, tbe Sikhs' holiest 
shrine, in 1984. 

Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
said in New Delhi yesterday that 
his government had no intention 
of opening a dialogue with Sikh 
militants. 

Rajiv was making the remarks 
at a meeting with a group of 
intellectuals. They discussed the 
latest situation in Punjab in the 
wake of the 59th constitutional 
amendment bill which empowers 
the government to extend the 
president's rule up to three years 
and declare emergency in the 
state of Punjab. 

The recent release of a number 
of detained Sikh militants has 
aroused speculation that the 
Rajiv government might open 
talks with the militants.

The military confiscated the 
film offoreign television crews at 
the Marriott Hotel, which has 
been used for weeks as an infor- 
mal headquarters by scores of 
reporters and leaders of the 
National Civic Crusade. 

Opposition spokesmen said 
nearly 20 of their leaders were 
detained. Eight foreign journal- 
ists, including Richard Cote of 
the Associated Press, were taken 
away and held for about three 
hours. 

The Civic Crusade, a leading 
anti-government coalition, 
staged the afternoon protest 
march in an attempt to force the 
ouster of Panama's military 
strongman, Gen. Manuel 
Antonio Noriega. 

Five leaders of the march were 
arrested. 

The violence yesterday coin- 
cided with the beginning of the 
second week of a general strike 
that has closed down an 
estimated 90 per cent of Pan- 
ama’s industry and commerce. 

Gunmen dressed in civilian 
clothes but believed to be mem- 
bers of the defence forces's state 
security force, and helmeted sol- 
diers carrying assault rifles, 
swept into the Marriott about 
three hours after the street 
demonstration was put down 
and forced their way into tem- 
porary offices of the US telev- 
ision networks NBC, CBS, ABC 
and CNN, among others. 

They ordered employees out 
of the suites at gunpoint, then 
searched the rooms, confiscating 
tbe network's film of the earlier 
demonstration and other equip- 
ment, including gas masks and 
bullet-proof jackets. 

A police officer who declined 
to identify himself said about 40 
people were taken away, includ- 
ing Civic Crusade members aDd 
journalists, both local and 
foreign. 

The eight foreign reporters 
were released unharmed. 

“We went there (to the hotel) 
to neutralise the Crusade's centre 
of operations,'* Maj. Felipe 
Camargo later told Cole and the 
other detained journalists.

The treaty would also scrap 
shorter-range missiles above the 
300-mile range and would set up 
unprecedented verification 
arrangements. 

Reporting on the vote, com- 
mittee chairman Sam Nunn said 
it reflected a conclusion that on 
balance the panel believed the 
positive features of the treaty 
outweighed its weaknesses, alth- 
ough he said the pact needed 


some important clarifications. 

Although the armed services 
committee does not have juris- 
diction over treaties, its role in 
national security and its gen- 
erally hawkish stance gave extra 
weight to its verdict on the 
accident. 

Nunn, a Georgia Democrat,

houses. Many foreign business- 
men working in Malaysia choose 
to rent condominiums which 
cost about 200 dinars or less a 
month. 

He said that tourists from the 
Middle East could rent flats in 
Kuala Lumpur and other cities.

Middle East visitors are either 
business people or families tak- 
ing a holiday. The latter are 
specially welcome and will End 
much to entertain them in this 


Triendly Muslim country. 

The minister said that 
occupancy rates at hotels in 
Malaysia ranged from 65 per 
cent to 67 per cent, and hill 
resorts from 60 per cent to 65 per 
cent, while holiday resorts were 
fully booked. 

Chik said that tourists in 
Malaysia had increased to 3.3 
million, with two-thirds coming 
from Singapore and the rest from 
Europe, Japan. Australia and 
Germany. The majority are bet- 
ween 25 and 39 years of age. He 
said that 87 per cent of tourists 
visited the country more than 
once.

He said a few Kuwaitis were 
studying in Malaysia and 24

The girls get 
into trouble but they ger their 
revenge through the fact that 
the shy virginal type also hap- 
pens to be a genius at poker. 

Gangland is a complete 
change of scene, set in 1928 
Chicago, it tells the story of 
Verne Miller, a lawman who 
has gone over to the other side 
to work as AJ Capone's hit 
man. He is a cool killer who also 
has an eye for the ladies. 

The film is apparently based 


on a true story and although the 
territory it covers is well-worn 
it manages to pull all the cliches 
together, psycotic Capone and 
fluttering molls, into a satisfy- 
ing whole. The dark and sweaty 
side of Capone is brilliantly 
captured and Scott Glenn’s 
Miller is suitably disturbing. 
Just like Capone, Verne Miller 
has syphilis and his downward 
journey into insanity is brillian- 
tly portrayed. Even his assas- 
sinations are carried out with 
verve and humour. As he 
poisons one victim he asks with 
a smile “Axe the carrots OK?". 
Others are blasted away by 
Miller's blazing six-guns from 
shop windows and sidewalks.

The struggle 
continues 


IT is gratify> n S that the Palestinian “revolution of 
stones!’ is still going on and seems to be taking a new 
direction. As the number of martyrs increases the upris- 
ing becomes stronger and stronger, turning into a real 
internal revolt that threatens the very existence of Israel 
which used to dominate the area effortlessly. 

Israel now realises that it faces a real rebellion that 
bears no relation to those who wear military uniforms 
dripping with medals, and is far removed from their 
official regimes and empty protocols. The uprising has 
gone on for more than four months and in some cases the 
stones have turned into bullets. Israel has abandoned the 
pretence of being a free society with liberal beliefs by 
preventing newsmen from covering the uprising. 

In 1948 when the state of Israel was declared on the 
Palestinian lands, the Arab states were supposed to 
support the Palestinian resistance inside the occupied 
lands just as they had previously supported the Algerian 
revolution. However, the Arab states’ efforts to restore 
the Palestinian lands ignored the fact that the people 
represent the only power which can restore their rights 
and preserve the sovereignty of their countries. 

The Arab states failed and the wealthy Arab countries 
and the countries bordering on Israel became the victims 
of some organisations that began blackmailing and 
exploiting them. Organisations came into being which 
talked about Palestinian rights and collected money in 
the name of those rights but did not actually resist Israel.

Philippine people power 


Disillusionment 


after the dream

MANILA, (Reuter): Two years 
after Lhe self-styled miracle of the 
people power revolution, the 
Philippine dream has turned to 
disillusionment. 

Bayan Ko, the hauntingly 
idealistic anthem of Corazon 
Aquino’s rainbow coalition, is 
no longer constantly recycled on 
television with soft-focus images 
of a hopeful future. 

Instead, as the Philippines 
began the second anniversary of 
the near bloodless upheaval that 
exiled Ferdinand Marcos and 
gave Aquino the keys to the 
presidential palace, the talk is of 
what went wrong. 

“Somewhere along the way ... 
there was a betrayal of the aspira- 
tions of Edsa." wrote Manila 
Chronicle editor Amando 
Doronila, referring to a mass 
demonstration on the mulu’-lane 
Epifanio de los Santos Avenue 
whose acronym because a sym- 
bol of the revolution. 

In truth, the revolution for 
most started in 1983 with the 
assassination of Benigno 
Aquino, Corazon's husband and 
the opposition leader. 


But it burst into flower on Feb 
22: 1986, when a small, vulnera- 
ble group of Army officers gath- 
ered with two senior defence 
figures to defy Marcos. 

Urged on by church radio, 
they were quickly protected by a 
million-strong human anti-tank 
barricade that blocked Edsa. 
leading to the Army camp where 
the rebels were holding out. 

Three days later, Marcos’s 20 
years of power ended with a 
flight to exile in Hawaii. 

In the strongly Roman Cath- 
olic Philippines, Edsa became a 
miracle. 

In the papers, on television, in 
conversation — Edsa meant all 
things were possible in a country 
gutted by decades of strong-arm 
rule, rampant corruption and an 
exploding population. 

But the headlines have now 
turned sour. 

“Edsa — all for nothing”, said 
Businessworld columnist Ninez 
Cacho-Olivares. 


“Sadly enough, many of us 
don't seem to remember what the 
fight at Edsa was still all about. 
Perhaps, to many so-called 
heroes of Edsa. the fight was not 
for freedom and democracy. Per- 
haps it was ail a matter of using 
the Filipino people to save one’s 
skin,” she said. 

Coups 

In Lhe past two years, Aquino 
has ridden out five attempted 
coups and other political tur- 
moil. The struggle has left her 
looking more secure than ever 
before but moved her rightwards 
towards the military. 

The once bright multi-political 
colours of her original rainbow 
coalition are in faded scraps. 

“In short, both (Marcos and 
Aquino) regimes have increasin- 
gly become look-alike — 
opposite sides of the same coin,” 
wrote Doronila. one of the coun- 
try's most respected commen- 
tators. 

He said many people felt 
betrayed. 

“They see the reincarnation of 
the Marcos regime disguised in 
the clothes of the new democracy 
(and cannot) help wondering 
what the exercise at Edsa was all 
about or whether it was worth all 
the effort.” 

What was supposed to be 3 
reformist revolution now looked 
like “a crushed anthill with its 
inhabitants scurrying about 
without direction and in dis- 
array,” he added. 


Bitterness 


Doronila's biLtemess is con- 
stantly echoed by members of 
Manila's educated middle-class. 

They cite the obvious contin- 
uation of corruption, the numb- 
ing inefficiencies that dog life in 
the capital and the president’s 
apparently increasing militar- 
ism. 

Most of all, they are bitter at 
what they see as the reformist 
opportunities Aquino failed to 
take in the first heady posi-Mar- 
cos months when everyone still 
believed in miracles. 

To many outsiders, the jud- 
gement is as harshly unrealistic 
as were the initial expectations.

Soviet buildup in S. Yemen worries

WASHINGTON: — The Soviet 
Union is engaged in amajorbuil- 
dup of military equipment near 
Lhe strategic lip of the Arabian 
Peninsula, according to United 
States government officials. 

New Soviet tanks, air defence 
weapons, and fighter jets are 
being stockpiled there at bases in 
the desolate nation of South 
Yemen, US sources say. The 
amount of weaponry appears to 
be far in excess of what South 
Yemen's own military forces 
require. 


may have stored enough equip- 
ment to outfit a brigade of 
troops. US sources say. South 
Yemen’s Air Force may have 
been upgraded with MiG-23 air- 
craft. 

A mysterious nation long 
troubled by fighting among 
tribal factions.

Bulldup 


The purpose of the buildup 
isn't clear. But the increase 


Soviet presence in the region 
makes US analysts nervous, as 
sea lanes crucial to delivery of oil 
from the Gulf lie off the South 
Yemeni coast. 

“We’re worried,” says a 
knowledgeable State Depart- 
ment official.

Soviet ships have access »‘o the 
port at the capital of Aden, once 
a key refuelling stop for Britain's 
Royal Navy.

facilities. There are at least 1 ,000 
Soviet military personnel and 
advisors in the country, accord- 
ing to the Pentagon. 

The current Soviet military 
buildup has its roots in a January 
1986 coup during which Aden 
erupted in a civil war that was 
both brief and remarkably 
ferocious. 


The US Defence Department 
charges that Moscow abetted the 
faction rebelling against 
President Ali Nasir Muhammad 
to solidify its grip on the country. 
Academic analysts, however, 
generally conclude that the 
Soviets were surprised by the 
uprising, and that both Yemeni 
factions struggled to win Mos- 
cow's support during the fight- 
ing. 

In any case. President 
Muhammad was quickly ousted. 
Since then the Soviet Union has 
moved to increase its influence in 
and impose stability on a quix- 
otic country that is key to the 
Soviet position in the Middle 
East and the Horn of Africa. 

During the civil war, up to 143 
South Yemeni tanks and perhaps 
90 per cent of the country’s Air 
Force equipment was destroyed 
or seriously damaged, according 
to the International Institute for 
Strategic Studies in London. 
Thus, for two years Soviet arms 
have been pouring into South 


Yemen to rebuild its forces. 

It’s possible that the stockpiles 
of new Soviet weapons are only 
for the locals. “Whether or not 
the South Yemenis themselves 
can use all this stuff is hard to 
tell/' says a State Department 
official. 

Threat 


Deposed President Muham- 
mad has taken refuge with a 
smattering of loyal forces in 
neighbouring North Yemen. 
The new South Yemeni regime 
ma y consider him a military 
threat tha t requires the response 
of a military buildup. 

The USSR may also be 
worried about an invasion of 
their Yemeni ally launched by 
outside countries, Arab or Wes- 
tern, that feel they can take 
advantage of a new regime, 
arapes Fred H alii day, a London 
School of. Economics Mideast 
analyst. 

But US officials say the influx 
of weapons has reached the point 


where the Soviets could be stock- 
piling for themselves. (For its 
part, the UShas positioned some 
military equipment, notably 
munitions and food, in neigh- 
bouring Oman.) 

The quantity of Soviet 
weapons has surpassed previous 
levels used by South Yemen. It 
c o n tains communications gear, 

air defence weaponry, and other 

sophisticated equipment the 
Yemenis may not need. Portions 
of it may be stored as if 
prepositioned for an expedition- 
ary force. 

Reveal 

Officials declined to reveal the 
location of Soviet stores, saying 
it could reveal intelligence meth- 
ods. 

Whoever their intended user, 
the new weapons, analysts say, 
threaten Western interests and 
influence in two areas: 

• In the Arabian Peninsula, the 
South Yemenis have a history of 
belligerence against neighbours. 
They have outstanding border 


disputes with Oman and Saudi. 
Arabia — both US friends — and ; 
could conceivably decide to seize 
territory by force. They are also 
on less than good terms with 
North Yemen, which - is. 
moderately friendly toward the 
West. 

• At the Horn.of Africa, crucial 
sea lanes to the Suez Canal liejust 
off the South Yemeni coast. In a 
conflict, weapons stockpiled in 
Yemen might help the Soviets 
close the entrance to the Red Sea 
— shuttingthe SuezCanal’s back 
door. 

Somalia, just across the Gulf 
of Aden from South Yemen,, 
provides the CS military with 
access to bases. But Congress 
continues to cut US aid to. 
Somalia, officials complain. 

“There is a sense that the great 
US interest of the early ’80s (in 
the Horn of Africa) has dis- 
sipated," a congressional staff 
member says.

ARABS today observe the 
“Land Day” to mark the killing 
of six Palestinians on March 30, 
1 976 by Israelis. The Palestinians 
were protesting against the 
occupation of Arab lands by the 
Israeli authorities. 

This year’s Land Day celebra- 
tions are different than the other 
years because it coincides with 
the unprecedented uprising in 
the occupied territories. 

The present uprising demon- 
strates the will to sacrifice even 
after 40 years of the Zionist 
presence in Palestine. 

Throughout the history of the 
Jewish state Palestinians have 
never surrendered. 

The Palestinian revolution has 
continued despite the implanta- 
tion of the Israeli entity within 
the heart of the Arab nation. 

Regretfully, the Arabs only 
recently recognised that what 
happened was due to lack of 


Arab unity, coupled with the 
concentration of every Arab 


state on marginal issues rather 
than on ways to deter the succes- 
sive and mischievous Israeli 
attacks. 

In fact similar attacks started 
.900 years ago with the^first 
invasion by Crusaders, ana were 
resumed by the Zionists from 


Europe at the end of the 19th 
century. 

Land Day this year marks the 
regaining of confidence by Pales- 
tinians.

Dukakis, previously seen as 
the party's front-runner, was 
* stopped cold in his long-expected 
bid to break away from the rest of 
the Democratic field. 

Victory 

It was Jackson's first victory in 
a northern industrial state and 
put him ahd Dukakis in a virtual 
tie for the lead in the race to 
secure delegates attending the 
party's nominating convention 
in Atlanta in July.

Democratic race into disarray, 
and transformed forthcoming 
contests in the big industrial 
states of Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
New Y ork into a battle between 
the two men.

Hardliners gain ground in Iran

NICOSIA, Cyprus, (AP): Mus- 
lim extremists are expected to 
increase their influence on the 
Iranian government during a 
crucial parliamentary election 
□ext month. 

The April 8 vote also will 
prepare a new generation of 
leaders to take over after the 
aging Ayatollah Khomeini dies. 

Hardliners, such as Interior 
Minister Ali Akbar Mohta- 
shemi, who has close links to pro- 
Iranian Shiite Muslim militants 
holding foreign hostages in 
Lebanon, are expected to make 
some gains. 

Extremists have “been coming 
out of the shadows in the last 
eight months or so/' said Gary 
Sick, a former US national 
security adviser who specialises 
in Iranian affajrs. 

“They’re certainly being heard 
and are more prominent now.” 
he said in a telephone interview 
from his New York home. “It’s 
not clear how dominant a posi- 
tion they now have in the 
decision-making process, but 
they have a tremendous impact, 
and that could have an effect on 
the elections.” 

The candidates who will run 
for the 270-seat single-chamber 
majlis. or parliament, will noi be 
campaigning on party tickets in 
the Western style because there 
are no formal political parties in 
Iran. 

Factions 

But they represent factions 
that reflect various shadings of 
radicalism in a contest for con- 
trol of (he majlis. which will play 
an important role in the post- 
Khomeini era. 

“Any election in Iran is impor- 
tant,” Sick said. “The most 
important thing is that the Iran- 
ians do have reasonable open 
elections.” 

He added: “There’s always a 
certain amount of fixing, but 
considering they're in the middle 
of a war and all the in-fighting 
among the hierarchy, it’s interes- 
ting that they're having an elec- 
tion at all.” 

Membership of the majlis. 
elected on a one-man, one-vote 
system, has become increasingly 
controlled by the government, 
and only approved candidates 
can run. About 20 million to 25 
million people vote in Iran. 

The elections, the third since 
Khomeini's 1979 Islamic 
Revolution toppled the monar- 


chy. will be held against a back- 
drop of the 7- 1 /2-year-old war 
with Iraq, the growing inter- 
national isolation of Khomeini's 
fundamentalist government and 
worsening economic woes. 

But the main issues, in public 
at least, will be land and indus- 
trial reform, nationalisation and 
social change. 

Among the candidates 
announced so far are parliament 
speaker Hashemi Rafsanjani. 
hardline anti-American radical 
Hadi G ha fan and Mohammed 
Yazdi, a former central commit- 
tee member of the now disban- 
ded Islamic Republic Party. 

Tehran Radio, monitored in 
Nicosia, said the candidates also 
included, for the first time. 34 
women, mainly from Tehran and 
Lhe northeastern city of Mash- 
had, one of the hotbeds of 
revolutionary Islam. 

Rafsanjani. Prime Minister 
Hussein Musavi. President Ali 
Khamenei, and chief justice 
Ayatollah Mussavi Ardebelli. as 
heads of identifiable factions 
have been manoeuvring for mon- 
ths Lo shape and dominate the 
next majlis. 

Khamenei. 48. is serving his 
second four-year term as 
president and is constitutionally 
barred from running again in the 
next presidential election in 
1989. 

Weakened 

His political base was seriously 
weakened last June when 
Khomeini disbanded the Islamic 
Republic Party, which the 
president headed. 

Khomeini. 87 and reported in 
poor health, said he disbanded 
the parly, the vehicle used by 
Iran's clerics to seize political 
power in the early days of the 
revolution, because it was riven 
by factionalism. 

Rafansjani, who also has 
strong support in the majlis. is 
looking ahead to the presidential 
election and wants to replace 
Khamenei with one of his allies. 

With Lhe non-lslamic elements 
who helped pul Khomeini in 
power systematically eliminated 
in bloody purges, the only posi- 
tion party permitted is the 
Freedom Movement, a tiny anti- 
war faction led by Mehdi Bazar- 
gan. 

The veteran liberal politician 
was Iran's first post-revolution 
prime minister. But he quit in 
proiesi against the storming of 
the US embassy in November 
1979 by Khomeini s loyalists. 

Despite constant harassment. 


he and his followers remain a 
faint voice of dissent. 

The majlis has wide con- 
stitutional powers, unlike the 
rubber-stamp body it became 
under the late Shah Mohammed 
Reza Pahlavi. But it has little 
decision-making power regard- 
ing the conduct of the war. 

The Council of Guardians, a 
13-member body dominated by 
conservative clerics, has blocked 
parliamentary efforts to push 
through sweeping economic 
reforms, underlining the conflict 
between the radicals, ted by 
Musavi and others, and the more 
traditionalist factions. 

The traditionalist factions are 
linked to the “bazaaris,” the 
wealthy mediant class who have 
survived under the revolution 
and who retain considerable 
economicand political influence. 

But Khomeini recently gave 
the majlis, and the radicals, a 
major boost with a series of edicts 
that widened state powers and 
control of the war-battered econ- 
omy. 

Legislation on land reform 
and nationalisation blocked by 
the council will now be resubmit- 
ted to the majlis and is likely to be 
become law.

He said they voted for him on 
Saturday because he had caught 
on more with white liberals than 
Dukakis, who is also a liberal but 
lacks Jackson's sparkle.

He was a regular visitor to the 
rugged country and one of the 
most experienced Western jour- 
nalists covering the war. 

Journalists with long 
experience of the nine-year strug- 


gle believe Skrzypkowiak was 
killed by radical Muslim 
guerrillas fighting for supremacy 
ahead of the proposed Soviet 
troop withdrawal in Afghanis- 
tan. 

They cite his case as part of a 
persistent campaign of murder, 
robbery and intimidation 
against other guerrillas. Western 
reporters and foreign aid work- 
ers. 

No group has claimed respon- 
sibility for the campaign. 

The fundamentalist Hezb-i- 
Islami Party has warned journal- 
ists to stop writing about accusa- 
tions it was behind the campaign 
of intimidation.

materials also boosted 
February’s index, the Commerce 
Department said. 

Four indicators were negative, 
led by the average work week, 
orders for plant and equipment, 
changes in sensitive materials 
prices and the time taken by sup- 
pliers to meet companies 's 
orders. 

Increase 

The February increase left the 
index at 190.6 compared with its 
1967 base ofl 00. 

The balance of timely credit 
and inventory data sometimes 


. leads to large revisions in the 
index. 

For example, the revision of 
January’s decline to 1.1 par cent 
from the original estimate of 0.6 
per cent was based mainly on new 
information on credit outstand- 
ing, the government said. 

Sales 

The index of confident 
indicators, which measures the 
current economy, rose 0.9 per 
cent in February after falling 0. 1 
per cent in January and increas- 
ing 0.8 per cent in December. 

The ratio of coincident to lag- 
ging indicators, which some 
economists believe signals chan- 
ges in the economy better than 


the leading index itself, rose to 
122.5 in February from 121.5 in 
January and 121.3 in December. 

The Commerce Department 
also reported today that sales of 
new single-family homes j umped 
20.3 per cent in February to a 
seasonally adjusted annual rate 
of 628,000. The sharp rise reflec- 
ted higher sales in all regions 
except the west, the Department 
said. 

But the Department said Jan- 
uary sales were lower than had 
been previously estimated. New 
homes sales fell a revised 1 0.3 per 
cent in January instead- of the 
nine per cent previously repor- 
ted. 


Reagan in new warning on pending trade bill 


RICHMOND, Va., March 29 
(Reuter): President Reagan, in a 
campaign-style attack on the 
Democrats, warned yesterday 
that trade policies advocated by 
his opponents could throw many 
Americans out of work. 

“They talk about saving jobs, 
but they want provisions that 
have the potential to destroy 
thousands if not millions of 
American jobs,” he said. 

During a visit to a metals fac- 
tory benefitting from an export 
boom, Reagan also repeated his 
ofl-slaled threat to veto a pend- 
ing trade bill if it included sec-

PDVSA ended 1987 with invest- 
ment reserves of $2.15 billion,

US trying to head off 
excessive dollar swings 

WASHINGTON, March 29. (Renter): The United States is 
working with its major trading partners to avoid protracted 
fluctuations in exchange rates. Beryl Spriokel, President 
Reagan’s chief economic adviser, said yesterday. Addressing the 
national economists’ dub. Sprinkd seemed unperturbed by the 
steady decline in the dollar's value over the past week. Although 
traders have cited the dollar's fall as a reason for weakness in 
stocks and bonds, he said small changes in the currency's 
exchange rate cannot always be explained. 

The dollar ended at IZ3.75 Japanese yen in new York yester- 
day, its lowest level since January 4 and down from 125.15 on 
Friday. A week ago it was worth about 127 yen. Similarly, 
Sprinkd said he was at a loss to explain why ka^-teno US bond 
yields had risen recently . The 30-year US go vernment bond yield, 
a benchmark for mortgage and corporate-bond rates, jumped to 
8.84 per cent yesterday from 8.69 per cent on Friday. Sprinkd 
said inflation was not the cause of the rising interest rates. “I see 
absolutely no evidence at the moment, or anything threatened, of 
a sharp increase in inflation,” he commented. Indeed, prices so far 
this year had behaved better than the White House expected, he 
added. 

UAE national income soars 

ABU DHABI, March 29, (Knna): UAE national income 
increased by 13J per cent in 1987 to dirhams 72.1 billion ($19.65 
billion) compared with figures in 1986 as a result of Opec 
agreement to fix world oil prices at $18 a barrel. 

The UAE Hanning Minister Sheikh Hmnaid Bin Ahmed Al 
Mualla said oO revenues, which constitute the backbone of the 
national economy, rose by 13.1 per cent during the same period 
dne to the relative increase in world ofl prices in 1987 compared 
with the levels prevalent in 1986. “The recovery was due to the 
improvement in the world oil market and the relative stability that 
has been witnessed by these markets following Opec's agreement 
on a unifi ed policy on production and pricing,” the minister was 
quoted as saying by the UAE newspaper Al Ittihad. 

Ofl prices dropped to below $10 a barrel in the summer of 1986 
after the 13-nation Opec decided to seek a larger share of the 
dwindling world oil market, a policy that was abandoned in 
December 1986. “This is a high percentage in international 
standards,” Al MuaDa pointed oat.

UK trade 
deficit and 
unemployment 
to rise: study 

LONDON, March 29, (Xinhua): 
Britain's trade deficit and unem- 
ployment will increase this year 
and investment will rise by more 
than 10 per cent, according to a 
monthly survey published by the 
Confederation of British Indus- 
try (CB1) today. 

CB1, the largest employers' 
organisation in Britain, predic- 
ted that Britain's current account 
deficit would widen from £1.7 
billion (about 53.1 billion) last 
year to £5.3 billion (about S9.75 
billion) in 1988 and £S.5 billion 
(about $10.1 billion) in 1989. 

The survey expected that 
export growth will slow lo3. 1 per 
cent this year compared with 6.7 
per cent in 1987, while imports 
will grow by 7.4 per cent after a 

7.3 per cent rise last yeear. 

The two main causes of this are 
higher British growth relative to 
growth in the rest of the world 
and loss of competitiveness due 
to a.slronger pound, it said. 

Forecast 

Earlier, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Nigel Lawson 
forecast a £4 billion (about S7.3 
billion dollar) tade deficit in 1 988 
but some economists have 
icted a shortfall of up to £8 
lion ($14.7 billion).. 

The survey predicted that in an 
overall investment rise of 10.8 
per cent, manufacturing invest- 
ment will increase by 9.8 per cent 
this year and slow down to 7.5

Falling trends in unem- 
ployment will be stopped- by 
slower growth by the end of 
theyear and the country's jobless 
total of 2.5 million will rise to 2.

However, the CBI survey said 
that the overall outlook of 
Britain's economy is encourag- 
ing with further growth in 
domestic demand and output 
expected in the months ahead. 

Recovery 

Sir David Nickson, the CBI 
president, said that the survey 
showed “that the momentum of 
economic recovery is being 
maintained.'* 

The CBI monthly trends 
survey, conducted among 1,549 
companies between February 26 
and March 16, showed that 47 
per cent of companies expect 
their output to rise, 10 per cent 
expect it to fall, and 43 per cent 
expect no change. 
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Foreign investment in US climbs to $ 250 b 


NEW YORK; March 29, (Kuna): 
Foreign direct investment in the United 
States reached its highest level ever in 
1987, but as foreign ownership or US 
businesses and real estate escalates, so 
does the debate over long-term con- 
sequences of that ownership. 

Preliminary estimates by the US Com- 
merce Department indicate foreign 
direct investment — composed of busi- 
ness and real estate equity interests of at 
least 10 percent — climbed to about $250 
billion fast year. 

Decisions 

The increase came as a record $41 
billion in new foreign capital gushed into 
the US following inflows of $25 billion in 
1986 and $19 billion in 1985, said the 
department. 


Critics charge that foreigners — 
through political action committees and 
other lobbying groups — will gain undue 
influence over political decisions as their 
US holdings grow. 

They also worry that business 
decisions increasingly will be made on 
the basis of what is good for other coun- 
tries' economies ana that US economic 
strength ultimately will be sapped as 
profits flow to foreign shores. 

Decline 

But most economists consider foreign 
direct investment to be a healthy 
development. If foreigners have dollars 
to spend, the argument goes, they might 
as well spend it on assets that advance US 
jobs and production. 

The increasing level of foreign direct 


investment reflects America’s swollen 
trade and current account deficits, which 
have left foreigners with billions of 
dollars available for investment. 

The dollar’s sharp decline over the past 
two years also have made direct US 
investments more affordable for foreign 
firms. 

Products 

Until recently, the general public had 
■little reason to spend much time worry- 
ing about foreign investment But deals 
involving foreign companies are 
increasingly in the jpotlight. 

Japan's Bridgestone Corp recently 
agreed to buy Firestone Tire & Rubber 
Co for $2.6 billion, squelching a rival bid 
by Pirelli Spa of Italy. 

Also this month, a unit of Seagram Co 


of Montreal agreed to acquire Beatrice 
Cos’s tropicana fruit juice business for 
$1.2 billion and Matsushita Electronics 
Corp. unveiled plans for a $160 million 
plant in Ohio- 

Ongoing takeover battles involving 
foreign acquirers include Britain's 
Bearer Pic, which is bidding for Koppers 
Inc, a building products concern and 
Canada's Campeau Corp, which is stalk- 
ing Federated Department Stores Inc. 

Major foreign investments in the past 
year have ranged from US real estate to 
base industries to investment banking. 
Huge skycrapers like New York’s Exxon 
building are now in Japanese hands while 
Japanese insurance companies hold 
major stakes in old line Wall Street inves- 
tment bank like Goldman Sachs Co.

Second wave of Japanese billions set to hit markets 


TOKYO, March 29, (Reuter): 
Japan's savers have salted away 
in tax-free accounts enough 
money to provide every one of 
the world's five billion people 
$500 each. 

On April 1, for the first time in 
67 years, that money will be 
taxed and much of it will start to 
look for a new investment home. 

The tax-free system, known as 
‘maruyu,' has been a key tool in 
Japanese economic policy, 
encouraging wage earners to 
save money to fund the nation's 
economic growth. 

Decline 

Overseas demands that Japan 
should cut back its savings and 
spend more to help the rest of the 
world grow have helped per- 
suade the government to end the 
maruyu system. 

“The abolition of maruyu is 
not likely to lead to any sig- 
nificant decline in sainngs, or to a 
spending boom, but it will shift 
funds from one instrument to 
another,’' sa»d Kazuaki Harada, 


managing director at Sanwa 
Research Institute. 

The amounts involved in that 
shift could be truly enormous. 
Maruyu accounts are estimated' 
to total more than 300,000 billion 
yen ($2,400 billion). 

Effect 

That is roughly equivalent to 
the value of one year's Japanese 
economic output, equal to the 
capitalisation of all companies 
quoted on Wall Street, or enough 
to repay Mexico’s foreign debt 
24,000 times over. 

“Even if a miniscule percen- 
tage of maruyu money comes in, 
(to equities) it can have a sub- 
stantial effect,” said senior 
broker Yozo Asai of Yamaichi 
Securities Company. 

Gold may also gutter brighter 
to the Japanese. “It will defin- 
itely be a big positive factor for 
gold, even if only one per cent of 
these deposits are shifted to buy 
gold," said an official at the 
Tokyo Commodity Exchange 
for Industry (Tocom). 


Studies show that a decline in 
real interest income, whether or 
hot it is the result of a new tax, 
does not normally reduce the 
amount of overall savings, said 
Shoji Sai to, chief economist at 
Mitsui Bank. 

But a survey by Wako 
Securities found that more than 
70 per cent of housewives in 
metropolitan areas, who tend to 
control the family purse-strings, 
planned to move this previously 
tax-free money to get a higher 
return. 

Anxiety 

Managing personal invest- 
ments is something of a new 
hobby in Japan. In the past,' it 
was always easier to put monfey 
in a tax-free account for when it 
was needed to pay for housing, 
medical fees, education or 
retirement 

A one-year, tax-free bank 
deposit offers 3.39 per cent 
interest The same deposit after 
April I will offer 2.20 per cent 


and individuals are now looking 
for better returns. 

The most likely investment for 
them is an investment trust 
which allows individuals to pool 
money in one managed fund and 
invest on an equal footing with 
big institutions. 

This, however, is creating anx- 
iety among; Japanese banks 
because then competitors at the 
securities houses have a virtual 
monopoly on such business due 
to a legal division between the 
two sectors. 

The release of maruyu funds is 
thus also likely to hasten the end 
of this old legal barrier, at the 
same time encouraging faster 
deregulation of Japan's financial 
markets. 

“The abolition of the maruyu 
will survey encourage the city 
banks to call louder for entry into 
the investment trust industry," 
said one commercial banker. 

Johsen Takahashi, general 
manager at Mitsubishi Research 


Institute, expects the postal sav- 
ings system to be the biggest loser 
. from the elimination of maruyu. 

The sleepy, government-run 
post office has more than 
1 00.000 billion yen ($800 billion) 
in savings, making it the biggest 
financial institution in the world. 

Scrutiny 

It has so far been exempted 
from scrutiny by the taxman. 
“But now the tax authorities are 
into the postal savings, it will 
probably trigger a large capital 
flight," Takahashi said. 

The end of the maruyu may 
mean Japanese eventually do 
save less. Japanese saved 1 6.6 per 
cent of their disposable income in 
1986, compared to four per cent 
in the United States ana 12 per 
cent in West Germany. 

“In the long term, the elimina- 
tion of maruyu would affect 
Japanese savings behaviour and 
eventually lead to a lower savings 
ratio,” said Nobuyuki Ueda, 
senior economist at long-term 
Credit Bank of Japan. 


Lloyd’s reports 
worldwide 
drop in building 
merchant ships 


LONDON, March 29, (Reuter): 
Worldwide completions of new 
merchant ships fell in 1987 to 
their lowest tonnage level for 22 
years, according to figures publi- 
shed yesterday. 

Lloyd's Register of Shipping 
said the total number of freight- 
ers completed last year was 
1,528, compared with 1,634 in 
1986. Gross tonnage declined 
from 16.84 million to 12.3 
million tonnes, the lowest figure 
since 1965. 

Japan and South Korea still 
dominated Lhe construction of 
the world’s merchant ships, 
though they accounted for more 
than four million tonnes of the 
decreased tonnage. 

Japan's output of 5.7 million 
gross tonnes (616 ships), down 
by over 1.5 million tonnes, 
represented 46.6 per cent of the 
total. 


Output 


South Korea's output 
declined by nearly 2.5 million 
gross tonnes, to 2.09 million ton- 
nes, but they still enjoyed 17 per 
cent of the market. 

Lloyd’s said Korean produc- 
tion was due to overtake that of 
Japan in 1988- 

Other countries which recor- 
ded fewer completions included 
West Germany, whose output 
fell by a third to 374319 gross 
tonnes, Brazil, which registered a 
40 per cent drop, and Denmark, 
whose production fell by 33 per 
cent. 

Only Italy experienced a sig- 
nificant increase. Its completion 
totalled some 3 1 3,000 tonnes, up 
910 per cent. 


Nickel prices 
hit another 
record 


LONDON, March 29, (Reuter): 
Nickel prices soared to record 
levels again today as the London 
Metal Exchange reported that its 
warehouse stocks fell to lows not 
seen in 5-1/2 years. 

The price of nickel for 
immediate delivery jumped 
$1,400 a- tonne to $23,900 on the 
exchange. 

The exchange, meanwhile, 
said nickel inventories at its 
warehouses in Europe and Asia 
fell 150 tonnes last week to 1,788 
tonnes, their lowest since the 
record low of 1,302 tonnes in 
August 1982. 

Heavy buying by steel firms 
which use nickel to make stain- 
less steel has been a key factor 
behind the higher prices. 

Dispute 


Supplies are tight, as a dispute 
between a major producer, 
Toronto-based Falconbridge 
Ltd, and the Dominican 
Republic over export duties has 
cut shipments from the Carib- 
bean nation. 

The Dominican Republic 
produces about three per cent of 
the world's nickel. Traders said 
the Falconbridge dispute has 
held up shipment of 5,000' to 
6,000 tonnes of the metal. 


Iran ‘oil supplies weaken market’ 


NICOSIA. Cyprus, March 29, 

( AP): Unbought cargoes of Iran-* 
ian oil being offered at discount 
prices in Europe are weakening 
the oil market, the Middle East 
Economic Survey reported yes- 
terday. 

The well-informed oil newslet- 
ter reported that some 1 5 milli on 
barrels of Iranian oil is han g in g 
over the market unsold, either in 
large tankers on their way to 
Rotterdam or in storage in the 
Dutch port. 

Trouble 

Other Gulf producers are wat- 
ching with dismay, the Nicosia- 
based MEES said, quoting one 
Gulf oil source: “It seems ironic 
that the Iranians, who are push- 
ing for higher official prices, 
should be now responsible for 
undermining actual prices in the 
markeL” 

MEES said the trouble started 
in September and October when 
Iran, unable to find buyers 
because of commercial and 
political pressures, shipped oil on 
i ts own account or sold to traders 


who had no end-buyers. 

The “homeless oQ" is being 
offered at discounts around SI 
per barrel under the minimum 
fixed by the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries. 
Supplies 

“However, up to now there 
have been very few actual sales,” 
MEES said. “Buyers are holding 
back in the knowledge that, given 
Iran’s circumstances’ the ou has 
to be disposed of somehow and 
that bigger bargains will 
therefore be on the table later 
on.” 

The unsold Iranian oil sup- 
plies are also having a negative 
effect on Iran’s regular sales to 
customers on fixed term con- 
tracts “already disrupted by the 
US embargo on Iranian oil 
imports,’’ MEES said. 

The United States imposed in 
late October a ban on all imports 
from Iran. 

In Europe and Japan, these 
customers are increasingly resis- 
tive at the Iranian National Oil 
Company's insistance that they 


continue buying at the contract 
price. 

MEES said major European 
customers have told Iran they 
will not lift any more oil until 
they get the discounts being 
offered to others. 

In Japan, an Iranian oil com- 
pany team last week “was 
besieged with demands that 
Japanese customers should be 
accorded some sort of pries-' 
parity with current Iranian oil 
sales in Europe.” 

Beyond the commercial 
aspects, MEES said, there is the 
danger that, under US pressure, 
Japan may toughen its stand on 
Iran ofl imports. 

Purchases 

So far the Japanese authorities 
have asked Japanese companies 
not to increase purchases of Iran- 
ian crude on term contracts or to 
buy spot cargoes. 

“But some fear that the ren- 
ewal of term contracts, which 
expire at the end of (his year, mdy 
also be jeopardized,” MEES 
said. 


“The incremental Iranian sup- 
plies are weighing heavily on the 
market,'* MEES said, par- 
ticularly in view of increased 
production by Iraq, Iran’s foe in 
the Gulf war. 

Iraq is producing at 2.75 
million barrels a day currently 
and has said it can go to 3 million 
if it does not receive a quota the 
same as Iran’s in the production- 
sharing pact of the Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries; t ‘ V'T 

Prbductiorf 

MEES said Iran has refused to 
accept an equal quota with Iraq. 

The newsletter said Opec 
production remained high at 
18.8-19 million barrels a day for 
October and showed no sign of 
co mi ng down at all in N ovember. 
The current total Opec produc- 
tion quota is 16.6 million barrels 
a day. 

On this showing, the fourth 
quarter could end up wi th f urther 
stock building rather than the 
hope for drawing down of oil 
stocks, the newsletter said.

Dollar and sterling edge up 


LONDON, March 29, (AP): The 
dollar, boosted by reported 
intervention by the Bank of 
Japan in Asian dealing, finished 
higher today in Europe against 
most major foreign currencies, 
even though the US currency 
drifted downard for most of the 
afternoon. 

The British pound jumped 
more than one cent 

Gold prices rose. 

The dollar “is looking pretty 
soft,” one London dealer said, 
“especially when you consider 
that it’s got .... intervention 
behind it.” 

“Nine people out of 10 think 
the dollar will hit a new post-war 
low very soon,” said Yoshmari 
Terakawa, manager at long-term 
Credit Bank of Japan’s treasury 
division. 

Low 

The dollar's post-war low of 
120.45 yen was set on January 5. 
It closed in Tokyo at 12437 yen, 
above its overnight close in New 
York of 123.75. 

‘ Dealers described the dollar's 
Tokyo recovery today as tech- 
nical, saying that speculators 
whohadsold the currency during 
the past week bought some back. 

Buying by Japan's Central 
Bank and supportive comments 
by Japanese monetary officials 
also helped push the dollar up 
against the yen, they said. 

But most still think the yen is 
headed higher in the medium 
term, mainly because of the con- 
tinued strength of the Japanese 
economy. 

The strong Japanese economy 
helped Tokyo stocks rack up 
their second straight big gain 
today. After climbing more than 


300 points yesterday, the -25- 
share Nikkei index rose another 
330.38 points, or 1.29 per cent, 
today, to close at 25,953.09. 

Japan's central bank repor- 
tedly bought at least $20 million 
from a major bank in Tokyo, 
dealers said. 

Intervention 

Traders in Frankfurt said the 
Bank of Japan’s reported 
intervention prompted some 
additional buying from impor- 
ters who had been buying the 

dollar at its lower levels. . 

The pound gained as market 
players returned to reap higher 
interest rales by buying the Brit- 
ish currency, dealers said. 

Sterling was also bolstered by 
rumours, later firmly denied, 
that Chancellor of theExcbequer 
Nigel Lawson had resigned, and 
by a statement by Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher that keeping 
inflation down was the govern- 
ment's top priority. 

In London, it cost SI. 8705 to 
buy one pound, dearer than 
$1 .8590 yesterday. 

“Everyone has the same feel- 
ing,” said one stock broker here. 
“Almost all the institutional 
investors are buying." 

Speculators 

Speculators are also betting 
that individual investors will 
shift some of their money into 
stocks after changes in tax laws 
on April I make it less attractive 
to keep funds in bank deposits 
and postal savings accounts. 

The relative steadiness of Wall 
Street share prices overnight 
despite a weak dollar and rising 
US interest rates, also 
encouraged investors in Asia. 


The Sydney stock market 
added 15.4 points, to end at 
1,396.1, while New Zealand 
shares gained 6839 points' io 
close at 1,968.41. . 

Helped by the dollar’s 
recovery. US. bond prices 
recovered some of file ground 
they lost in New York overnight 
on the currency’s weakness yes- 
terday .

India, Algeria sign credit pact 


NEW DELHI, March 29, 
(Kuna): India and Algeria today 
signed an agreement under 
which India will provide $100 
million credit for financing 
major development projects in 
lhe North African nation.

(Exim) for a period of eight years 
with two year grace period. 

An agreement to this effect 
was signed by Indian Finance 
Minister Narain Dutt Tiwari 
with Algerian Industry Minister 
Zitouni Messedoudi at a func- 
tion here. 

The credit is offered for all 
Indian projects, having more 
than $8 million value and for 
boosting export goods. 

Steps 

The two ministers signed 
agreement at the conclusion of 
the fourth I ndo- Algerian joint 
commission meeting, which 
began here last Saturday. 

Experts of the two countries 
held a detailed discussion on 
steps to promote and expand 
bilateral trade. The two sides also 


agreed to increase trade turn over 
from $40 million to $1 00 million 
this year. 

Despite efforts of the two 
countries in the past, not much 
headway was made to increase, 
bilateral . trade. Algeria import 
spices, agricultural equipment, 
engineering goods from India 
while Algeria offers crude and 
petrochemical products to India. 

Package 

In the field of industry, the two 
sides agreed to promote coo pc ra- 
tion and actively explore pos- 
sibilities of setting up joint ven- 
tures. Similarly it was agreed to 
enhance cooperation in the 
chemical, petro-chemicals, fertil- 
iser, railways, agriculture and 
telecommunication fields. 

Besides signing the credit 
agreement, the Algerian delega- 
tion concluded two more 
protocols — I ndo- Algerian tech- 
nical and scientific cooperation 
convention and cultural 
exchange programme 1988-90. 

Speaking after the signing 
ceremony, the Indian minister 
said the credit package would 


facilitate Indian participation in 
major development projects in 
Algeria. He said Lima offered 
credit to the North African 
nation despite own pressing 
development priorities and 
foreign exchange constraints. 
“We are confident that the 
agreement will help register sig- 
nificant growth in economic 
ties”. 

He said signing of long 
awaited cultural exchange 
programme will ensure planned 
and fruitful exchanges in the 
coming years. 

Cooperation 

The Algerian minister stressed 
the need for closer cooperation 
between two friendly nations, 
who share views on major inter- 
national issue and problems. He 
said the Indo-Algerian coopera- 
tion in political, economic and 
trade ties should become an 
example of the South-South 
cooperation. 

He said his country is keen to 
encourage Indian companies, 
which have executed a number of 
projects in Algeria.

IN a comparatively snort time, 
the most archaic photographic 
dark room in Kuwait has been 
uplifted, turned around and 
transformed into what is cer- 
tainly the most up-to-date and 
best-equipped studio in 
Kuwait 

“We used. to call it the ‘not- 
quite-dark-room’, laughed 
Mark Williams, the studio 
manager. “There was a paper 
bag over the safe light and light 
shone in through the keyhole 
on the ill-fitting door. Every- 
thing was processed by hand in 
sub-standard conditions. 
There was little control over 
processing, temperatures and 
so on, and therefore no consis- 
tency in quality — there were 
often stains, scratches and 
marks on the finished prints.” 

This dark room served both 
the Arab Times and AJ Sey as- 
sail newspapers, and Mark felt 
that conditions were amply not 
adequate. Things began to 
change when the management 
of the Arab Times saw the need 
to improve both quality and 
working methods, not only 
within tbenewspaper itself, but 
in its allied ventures in PR work 
and printing. Mark Williams 
,tvas the man chosen to identify 
the areas where changes were 
necessary, and to implement 
them. 

“Now we have a new, totally 
automated system with a good 
manual bactoup, as well as what 
has to be the most advanced 
commercial studio in Kuwait.” 

Mark explained that he star- 
ted work as a professional 
photographer as soon as he left 
school, working for a com- 
merical photographer in 
Regent Street London, han- 
dling major blue chip accounts. 
After that he worked for a mail 
order company, and was 
involved in the development of • 
the photographic studio. 
Initially- he jvas cme of tWo ' 
employees,' but by ■ the time he . 
moved on, the staff consisted of "■ l 
some 20 . professional 

photographers. “I gained 
invaluable experience using 
large format cameras and 
various studio effects, working, 
to very high standards. For. 
mail order, standards are 
critical.” ■ 

Mark then moved on to do 
agency work. “There are lots of 
tricks in studio still life which 
can be used to enhance 
products." 

Mark feds that one of his 
most valuable personality 
traits is his sense of humour. 
“Most people don’t expect me 
to be a photographer. I’m 6ft 
Tins ana really don’t look the 
part. 1 spent half an hour in a 
bank once trying to persuade 
them that I really was the guy 
who had come to take the 
photographs.” 

Experience 

Mark had >pent four years in 
Kuwait working for a leading 
Kuwaiti painting house, but 
then he was approached by the 
Arab Times. “I saw it as a new 
challenge. It was an opportun- 
ity to do a job I particularly 
enjoy with the additional- 
challenge of setting up a new- 
studio. The purpose-built 
studio is now as well equipped 
as any in Europe. 

The Arab Times asked Mark 
to improve the existing dark 
room conditions for the 
photographers and to create an 
entirely new commercial 
studio. He- was given a large 
empty space within the Arab 
Times to lay-out and equip as 
he felt fit. The old dark room 
has been closed down and now- 
is alongside the commercial 
studio and under Mark’s wat- 
chful eye. 

The darkroom is a new 
experience for anyone who ever 
saw The bid Arab Times 
facilities. Sometimes the most 
simple devices are the most 
impressive, and here the three-

way rotating door means that 
no film is going to be spoilt by 
someone choosing to enter at 
the wrong moment The film is 
fed into a fully automatic film 
processor. This controls the 
temperature, the agitation and 
the chemicals automatically. 
The operator loads a ’film, and 
it comes out dry at .the other 
end. 

The next items are the three 
Durst enlargers, one of which is 
equipped with autofocus. This 
is 'particularly sophisticated, 
and caters both to variable 
grade paper and separate 
grades of paper, giving both 
convenience and efficiency.' 
Then there is the automatic 
paper processor and the wash- 
ing and drying module. “The 
whole process is dry to dry. The 
operator never gets his hands 
wet.” 

The whole darkroom is tiled 
and spacious with AC and 
automatic extractor fans. 
Then, just in case of problems, 
there is a full manual back-up 
for film processing and prints. 


and is used by all the top 
photographers in London. 
.There is also a Sinar Studio 
camera. “This is considered the 
Rolls Royce of large format 
studio cameras,” he explained, 
demonstrating how the camera 
-can control perspective and 
depth of field. Again the 5ft tall 
strip lights are the first of their 
kind in Kuwait. These give an 
even lighting to backgrounds. 

Mark’s favourite camera is 
the Hasselblad. “It’s so simple. 
There are no batteries or light 
meter, its just a black box with a 
lens. There’s no electronics, 
and no autofocus and it 
produces faultless results if 
used skilfully. In this beat you 
need reliability all the time.” 
“It’s a job I love and I enjoy 
new challenges,' be said. Prosp- 
ective clients are welcome to 
ring me for a quote and 1 would 
be delighted to show them 
around the new studio.”

enhance his experience with a 
tittle straight newspaper work.

Mark found himself design- 
ing everything, even down to 
the cupboards and working 
surfaces. “The idea is that the 
darkroom is a totally efficient 
workshop where consistency 
ran be ensured.

Equipment 

This service will be backed up 
by a complete negative storage 
system. “This will mean that 
people will be able to buy copies 
of photographs printed in tiie 
paper,” said Mark, stressing 
once again that this will put the 
Arab Times ahead of afi other 
newspapers in Kuwait. 

A walk round the commer- 
cial studio and dark room on 
the first floor of the Arab Tones 
building shows just how much 
of the best available equipment 
equipment has been brought in. 
The focal point of the studio is 
the Strobe flash which gives a 
high quality lighting for the 
studio. It's extremely powerful.

“We get lots of people ring- 
ing to request shots of various 
events, and we decided to open 
a Photographic Service, run by 
Michelle Lorimer.

our work.”

photographs, while 
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pictures on one sporting event, 
using sophisticated motor- 
drives and a fabulous series of 
long lenses. This has enabled us 
to get exactly the shots we want. 
But it is also planning and 
expertise which makes this 
aspect of the Arab Times’ 
opera lions efficient and succes- 
sful,” Mark said. 

“We don’t finish sporting 
events till perhaps 6 pm, but we 
still have the shots ready for the 
paper by 7.30pm. I’ve had to 
learn to work under the restric- 
tions and deadlines imposed by 
a national daily newspaper.” 

Mark's real brief is the com- 
mercial work. “We are building 
up the service we offer, and 
aiming at companies, 
individuals, hotels and agencies 
and in fact anyone who needs 
the service of a reputable 
photographic studio. 

“I’m surprised how so many 
companies spend a fortune on 
their brochures and advertis- 
ing, and then let the whole thing 
down witli low standard 
photography. 1 really have seen 
some appalling work,” he 
added. 

Quality 

“People are realising that 
good photography sells — it 
doesn't necessarily cost any 
more than poor quality work. 
Many people seem to think that 
they are unable to get good 
quality photography in 
Kuwait, but this just isn’t true. 
We are now well equipped and 
have the necessary experience 
to provide a standard to equal 
anything in Europe. It needn’t 
be expensive. In fact it’s usually 
far cheaper than good 
photography in Europe.” 

“I was commissioned for a 
brochure for promoting food 
products for a show in Japan. 
The Japanese remarked on the 
standard of the work, and 
found it hard to believe that it 
was photographed, printed and 
designed in Kuwait.” 

Mark has covered a wide 
range of jobs, that have seen 
him standing for hours in the 
desert, braving Kuwait's more 
ferocious wildlife, or hanging 
through the door of a helicop- 
ter. “I’ve done that many 
times,” he recalls. “It’s an 
incredibly noisy two hours han- 
ging through open doors 
photographing from the air. By 
the end of that time you’re 
absolutely drained." 

Mark feels that there is a 
major difference between the 
work of a true professional and 
of an amateur. No matter how 
good you are you can't get 
results without the equipment 
and comprehensive technical 
knowledge. Experience counts , 
as it takes years to learn all the 
intricacies of composition, and 
then you still need a natural 
appreciation and flair.” 

Rewarding 

“There are many factors 
involved. You need to know 
how to make the best use of 
your lighting, where to use 
special effects and to what 
extent, and when and how far 
to break the rules. A profes- 
sional has to get results in 
adverse conditions. Whereas if 
all goes well for an amateur he 
will get a good shot, the profes- 
sional doesn't have that luxury. 
We have to work to strict briefs 
and understand the client's 
requirements. You have to be 
patient,” he continues, adding 






that he has had plenty of 
occasions when his own sense 
of humour and that of those 
around him has been stretched 
to the limit. 

“We had permission to 
photograph Shuaiba Ports, 
and it look us nearly two hours 
to gel through security. When 
we actually got in I took out the 
camera and then turned to the 
other case to gel some film, only 
to find that I'd picked up the 
wrong case, and that 1 had 
another camera and no films. I 
then had the embarrassment of 
having to return on another day 
— luckily the client appreciated 
we all make mistakes.” He 
added quickly that he has not 
made the same mistake again! 

On the another occasion 
someone from the University 
of Kuwait brought to the studio 
a deadly poisonous snake, for 
whose bite there is apparently 
no antidote, to be photogra- 
phed. “So there I was. running 
up to the camera, pressing the 
button, running away, running 
back, pressing the button 
again, and running away again. 
I was frightened stiff — if only 
we'd had the remote control 
cameras then!” 

Mark Williams has clearly 
found his role in shaping the 
photographic services section 
of the Arab Times stimulating 
and rewarding. 

“We can see the results 
now,” he said, explaining that 
the commercial studio is now 
offering slide copying, artwork 
copying, location photogra- 
phy, still life work, production 
shots, annual reports and bro- 
chures to a very high standard. 

Mark is also looking forward 
to being one of the judges in this 
year’s worldwide Commercial 
Bank Photographic Competi- 
tion and wishes all the entrants 
the very best of luck.

Executing perfect timit

PHOTO editors get dis- 
couraged. After all. we've seen 
thousands (maybe millions) of 
images over the years. 
Sometimes it seems as if every- 
thing has already been 
photographed, and photogra- 
phed as well as it's ever going to 
be. 

We start wondering about 
things we’ve always taken for 
granted. The thought occurred 
to me that perhaps I'm doing a 
disservice when 1 encourage 
amateurs to be more serious 
about the medium, to search 
for their own visual point of 
view and try hard to develop iL 
In this overworked and highly 
competitive field, what can 
they hope for as a result of their 
efforts? 

Such were the black thoughts 
that plagued me as I tried to 
compose a few comments on an 
amateur’s work recently. 
Unsure, I put the task aside and 
turned to other things. 

Soon afterward l happened 
to come across a photograph 
credited to one Mendel Gross- 
man in a book entitled Camera 
Culture by Halla Be l off (Basil 
Blackwell Inc., 1985). You 
wouldn’t describe it as a good 
picture, either technically or 
aesthetically. Nevertheless, I 
stopped to study it because of 
the strange circumstance it 
depicted: A barefoot young 
woman in dirty overalls is 
shown reaching toward some 
son of a container on a crude 
wagon. The wagon itself 
appears to be hitched to the 
back of a poson who is only 
partialiy visible id the picture. 
The caption reads: “Emptying 
the excrement containers into 
ditches on Franciszkanska 
Street.” 

I turned to the text to find out 
more. The photographer was 
among the “two hundred 
thousand Jews and some gyp- 
1 sies" who were walled up bet- 
ween 1940 and 1944 in the 
Lodz, Poland, ghetto. Endan- 
gering his own life, Grossman, 
set about making a photogra- 
phic record of the appalling 
conditions under which they 
were forced to live. 







This 1862 image of mournful picnickers provides a glimpse of frontier life's grim reality. 


“Under the eyes of the Ges- 
tapo,” Beloff writes, Grossman 
“stole [photographic] materials 
and took some thousand pic- 
tures showing every aspect of 
their grotesque existence.” 
What impressed me in par- 
ticular was what the photogra- 
pher then did with these 
images. “Grossman dis- 
tributed negatives of his work 
to many people in the ghetto,” 
the text continues, “because he 
sensed that this was the surest 
way that at least some of them 
might do their work. He was 
right. He was not among the 
887 survivors who were left at 
the liberation of the ghetto.” 
Grossman's purpose for 
photographing was clear to 
him. His pictures were to be 
proof, proof that what hap- 
pened really did happen. Today 
it's impossible that one could 
look at this photograph and say 
it is a he. 


The Grossman ' story 
brought to mind another pic- 
ture that bad a similarly power- 
ful effect on me. Taken more 
than 125 years ago by one J.E. 
Whitney, the photograph 
shows a group of men, women 
and children arrayed across a 
grassy slope. It has all the look 
of a picnic, but when you study 
the image you see that no one is 
smiling, that there is something 
strange and extremely unset- 
tling about the expressions on 


the faces of these people. 

The caption identifies them 


as survivors of an Indian mas- 
sacre, and a publication of the 
Library of Congress provides 
this further bit of history: 
“Resenting the failure of the 
United States government to 
honour its promises to them, 
the Sioux rose under Chief Lit- 
tle Crow and massacred 800 
settlers in the upper Minnesota 
River Valley. These refugees 


were photographed at dinner 
on a prairie.” 

Certainly for- me, the shock 
and devastation on these faces 
make real this aspect of the 
frontier experience, more than 
do all the film reenactments 
and all the words written about 
the hardships of the early set- 
tlers. 

Of course, these two images 
represent extreme examples of 
- one of the primary reasons we 
want to photograph — to leave 
a record of what has happened. 
They are powerful reminders of 
the unique force of the camera 
as a documentary tool. 

But not all pictures are in ten- 
ded as historic documents. I 
took another look at the 
amateur's pictures that I had . 
been asked to critique. His 
photographs were of bits of his 
environment, an environment 
common to any urban dweller 
today — a portion of a modem

I guessed that this photogra- 
pher, whether or not he was 
conscious of it, was attempting 
to express a personal response 
to his environment. The images 
— one showed an eerie green 
doorway and wall; another, 
soaring patterns formed by -a 
bridge's stanchions and road- 
bed — reveal more about the 
photographer’s impressions 
than about the subjects them- 
selves. 


The 105 plates of Henri 
Cartier-Bresson shot In 
India between 1947 and 
1986 show the photogra- 
pher's astonishing ability to 
crystallise order and dis- 
cover grace in the flux of 
life, whether in refugee 
camps, or the spectacle of a 

maharaja's birthday. 


No, documentation was not 
the motivation in this case. 
Rather, affirmation may be the 
moving force behind these pic- 
tures. A writer friend once told 
. me that her experiences didn’t 
seem real to her until she had 
written about them. It occurs to 
me that, similarly, photograph- 
ing something to which we have 
an emotional response is a way 
of telling ourselves what we feel 
about iL And, when we view 
such images, the result is often 
an affirmation of our feelings. 

Was such a desire the 
motivating force for this 
amateur? I don’t know for sure, 
of course, but as I looked 
through the pictures, I felt that , 
it was. 

Whether or not this 
individual's response to the 1 
world will ever, reach a large 
audience is another issue 
entirely. The answer to that: 
could very well depend on how 
much he wants or needs fame 
and recognition. What was 
more important to me, in my 
current preoccupation with 
why someone should bother 
photographing at aJI, was that 
expressing and affirming one's 
response to an environment 
was reason enough to take pic- 
tures. 

There are many reasons to 
photograph — for art, for pos- 
terity, for personal purposes. 
It's funny how one photo editor 
could forget such important 
facts about the medium in 
which she's worked for so long. 
Finally, I could encourage this 
amateur with a clear cons- 
cience. knowing he will find his 
own good reasons for taking 
pictures. 


IN one of Henri Cartier-Bres- 
son's most famous 
photographs, a man leaps 
across a broad puddle, his out- 
stretched heel and his inverted 
reflection arrested a hairs- 
breadlh from the puddle's 
glassy surface. Voila!: the 
“decisive moment,” the con- 


cept and phrase that is often 
considered the keystone of Car- 


tier-Bresson's contribution to 
photography. No so simple. 

As Peter Galassi shows in his 
lucid, re-evaluating essay, there 
was more to the decisive 
moment than what he calls 
“excruciatingly perfect” timing 



and powerful graphic design. 
There was also the freedom 
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smaller cameras, new in the 
1930s, gave the photographer 
to move with the subject, and 
there was the goal of producing 
“a narrative cumax that reveals 
a truth about the subject.” 
Anyway, the decisive 
moment itself was but one 
element of Cartier-Bresson’s 
genius, whose flowering in the 
early work of 1932-34 Galassi 
aptly calls “one of the great 
concentrated episodes in 
modem art.” Galassi, 36, a 
curator at the Museum of 
Modem Art in New York, 
traces the decisive influences 
that led Cartier-Bresson to 
seize upon the hand-held Leica 
in 1932, at age 24, as his des- 
tined instrument 
These influences include his 
training as a painter; his absor- 
ption in surrealism’s goals of 
“eliminatfmg] the distinction 
between art and life” and 
revealing “the bizarre in the 
banal”; and his rejection, in the 
political fermentofthe '20s and 
'30s, of his own upper-bour- 
geois roots. One of thesuiprises 
of The Early Work (New York

Graphic Society /Little, Brown, 
$35) is that so many of the '87 


pictures are among the most 
famous Cartier-Bresson ever 


famous Cartier-Bresson ever 
made, the startling and mer- 
curial ones that have influenced 
every generation of photogra- 
phy since. 

After the Depression and 
World War U,in which he was a 
'French soldier and spent 35 
months in a German prison 
camp, Cartier-Bresson dis- 
played, as Galassi writes, “a 
greater openness to wordly or 
soda! as opposed to personal 
and artistic concerns.” The 105 
plates of Henri Cartier-Bresson 
in India (Thames and Hudson, 
$29.95), shot between 1 947 and 
1986, show the photographer’s 
astonishing ability to crystallise 


order and discover grace in the 
flux of life, whether in Hindu 
refugee camps, the squalor of • 
Delta's slums, the spectacle ofa 
maharaja's birthday or the 
upheaval of Gandhi's funeiaL 


“Compared to the cryptic 
force of the early* work, the 
greater narrative legibility of 
later pictures.^ismuch easier to 
tally with the aesthetics of jour- 
nalism,” writes Gaiasri. 


Looked at side by side, the 
two books holster an impres- 
sion tbat the early work was a 
concentrated creative feat that 
could not have been extended 
idefinitely.

Storage: If you store a 

camera body without a lens in 


place, use a body cap to cover 
the lens opening. This keeps 
dirt off the delicate mirror sur- 
face and out of fee camera 
mechanism. 

Protect from water: Camera 
bodies are not waterproof. 
Avoid using them in fee rain, 
get as much shelter aspossible if 
you do, and wipe off water 


immediately. A clear plastic 
bag wife a hole cut for the lens 
can serve as makeshift protec- j 
lion. Or you can buy ready- 
made plastic rain shields for i 
cameras. 

Think you have a malfunc- 
tion?'. Get your camera checked 
by a repair agency authorised 
to work on your brand. 

Camera cases and bags 

When you buy a new SLR, 
you will be offered an 
“Eveready” case which bolds 
the camera with a middle-sized 
‘ lens installed. 

They are good protection 
against minor bumps and scrat- 
ches. If you carry your camera 
on the car seat, a case will help 
keep it clean. These cases have a 
drop front so you can get ready 
to snoot quickly. but not as fast 
as if you had no case at all. 
Sometimes the drop front will 
- show in the lower edge of the 
picture. If you are taking quite a 
few pictures, take the drop 
front off — if it is removable. 

If you intend to use the 
camera casually, with a single 
lens, and not carry a lot of film 
or accessoreis along, this type 
of case will serve well. As soon 
as you buy a couple of extra 
lenses, some filters and other 
accessories to solve photogra- 
phic problems, you'll want a 
larger carrying case or bag so 
you can lote along your entire 
arsenal. Then you’ll be sorry 
you bought the small case. 

Which you get a gadget bag 
large enough to cany all of your 
photographic equipment, you 
will probably decide it's too 
heavy when loaded up and wish 
for a medium-sized carrying 
case which you will fill wife 
items selected for each photo 
excursion. 

Stores sell canvas carrying 
bags which work fine to carry 
camera gear. You don’t look 
like a rich photographer, which 
is often desirable. 

In our opinion, fee essentials 
are: A shoulder strap wide 
enough to be comfortable wife 
a rubber pad that doesn’t slip 
off your shoulder. Sturdy con- 
struction so it doesn't come 
apart with a heavy load. 
Enough pockets and dividers 
so your gear isn’t all jumbled 
together. 

Hard or soft?: Camera carry- 
ing bags come in all sizes and all 
degrees of fancy. A major 
decision is between hard cases 
which give more protection to 
contents at a higher price and 
soft cases which cost less but 
don't protect fee gear as well. 
Soft cases weigh less. You 
decide. 

X-ray protection : Cany on 
luggage is inspected by X-ray at 
most international airports. On 
some overseas flights, all lug- 
gage is inspected by X-ray. You 
are legally entitled to a visual 
inspection ofhand luggage, ins- 
tead of the X-ray inspection but 
sometimes it’s a hassle to get it 

Of course X-rays expose 
film. That’s how the doctor 
takes a picture of your innards. 
Signs at airports say fee inspec- 
tion machines don’t produce 
enough radiation to harm film. 1 
This is probably true if the 
machine is properly adjusted 
and if fee film goes through 
only one time.

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Unless you have the camera on 
a tripod, always look for some- 
thing to lean against or brace 
your elbows for stability. 


Learn to operate camera body controls with 
right hand, lens control with your left hand — 
with a few exceptions. Hold the camera strag- 
gly against your face and cup the lens in yonr 
left hand when shoo ting. 


To make a vertical shot, rotate the camera so 
the shutter button is at the top. 


Some people do it the other way and operate 
the shutter button with their right thumb. 


More tips for the amateur photographer 

How to hold the camera 


EVERY picture you take will 
be improved if you put the 
camera on a sturdy tripod or 
other firm support. Often you 
can't do that, or don’t want to 
bother. More pictures are har- 
med by jiggling the camera 
while hand-holding than any 
other cause. 

If you hand-hold the camera, 
don't use a shutter speed that's 
too slow. Here's a rule: 

When hand-holding your 
camera, the slowest shutter- 
speed-dial setting you should 
use is the lens focal length in 
millimetres, or the next faster 
setting. 

Examples: If you are using a 
500mm lens, set the shutter- 
speed dial to 500 — an exposure 
time of 1 /500 second. If you are 
using a 200mm lens, there is no 
shutter speed of 1/200, so use 
othe next faster setting: 1/250 
second. 

This rule is conservative and 
often broken. With a 50mm 
lens, it calls for a shutter speed 
of 1/60. Nearly anybody can 
use 1/30 .and with a little care 
you can use 1/15. It depends on 
your technique in holding the 
camera and operating the shut- 
ter button. 

Even breathing can spoil 
your picture when hand-hold- 
ing. Try taking a full breath, let 
some of it out, then don't 
breathe while you click the 
shutter. Learn to squeeze the 
shutter button without moving 
the camera. Practice helps, 
^fewnlrfcrt^firnr support* ~ ^ - 

The world is well equipped 
with things to help you hold the 
camera steady, against a 
wall or tree. Press the side of the 
camera firmly against a tele- 

E hone pole or the corner of a 
uilding. Rest your elbows on a 
railing or the back of a chair. If 
you are standing, press your 
elbows against your body. 
Hold the camera firmly .against 
your face. 

Some photographers carry a 
“bean bag." Place the bag on a 
solid support. Cradle the 
camera in the bag and use a 
cable release for “hands off’ 
picture- taking. 

Use a tripod 

For landscapes or any 
subject that doesn't move fast 
and doesn’t require its phoLo 
made in a huny, use a tripod. 
Tripods are inconvenient to 
carry around so are skis and 
I fishing tackle. All are essential 
to the activity.

When hand-holding the 
camera try to use a shutter 
speed which is the reciprocal of 
lens focal length or faster. If 
youare using a 250mm lens, use

Because shutter-speed dials 
omit the numerator of the frac- 
tion 1/250 shows up as 2S0 on 
the dial. Nevertheless, it is 
intended to be a fraction. 


IN a recent AF SLR Camera 
test;. Consumer Reports 
magazine gave the highest 
marks to the Pentax SFX in the 
AF section and to the Pentax 
Super A in the non-AF Section.

Choosing a tripod 

The basic rule is: If it’s too 
heavy, it’s just right. 
Everybody is looking for the 
exception to that rule, but 
nobody has found it yet. 

There arc three kinds of 
tripod for still cameras: Small 
table-to-units that fit in a 
camera case or your pocket. 
Lightweight “brief-case” units 
used by travellers and back- 
packers. Ordinary tripods. The 
first two sacrifice some rigidity 
for convenience in carrying. 

To select an ordinary tnpod 
for general use, shop carefully. 
Here's a checklist: 

• Controls should work 
smoothly, lock securely and be 
large enough for your hands. 
Controls with sharply knurled 
surfaces will make your fingers 
sore after a long day par- 
ticularly in cold weather. Rub- 
ber-covered controls are best 
but you can tape over the shape 
knurling. 

• Legs should have rubber 
tips plus spikes that extend fori 
use in dirt or grass. ' 

• Camera-mounting screw 
should be large enough to grip 
and easy to get at. Avoid tiny 
screw heads that you have to 
work with the tips of your fin- 
gers. 

• Thereshould be one control 
for horizontal camera rotation 
(pan) and ^mother for tilt. The 
tilt control should allow a full 
90 degrees so you can. tip. the. . 
camera to get the Jong, dimen- 


• With centre post, extended, 
the camera should be at least as 
high as your head when you are 
standing. If you are six-feet tall 
and buy a five- foot tripod, you 
won’t like it 

• Centre post should reverse 
so youcan hang thecamera bet- 
ween the tripod legs, near 
mound level. Or else the tripod 
head should be removable with 
a way to attach it to the bottom 
of the centre post 

• When set up with a camera, 
the tripod should be sturdy. 
Test with a camera and long-, 
focal-length lens such as 
200mm, or longer. Focus on a 
distant object. Touch the 
camera or tripod head lightly 
with your band. If the object 
moves in the viewfinder, the 
tripod wiggled. Try another. 

■ Using extra weight 

Even the best tripods can 
vibrate, usually due to the 
mechanical motions of shutter 
and mirror in the camera. You 
can feel these slight movements 
in the camera when you hand- 
hold' it. Because fingers and 
palms are resilient, hand-hold- 
ing the camera tends to damp 
out vibrations and mi nimis e 
the effect of camera-generated 
clunks and bumps. 

Not so with a tripod. Metal 
doesn't absorb vibrations, it 
tends to vibrate in sympathy 
with the source. Vibration due 
to wind or transmitted through 
the earth of building will reach 
the camera. One way to reduce 
the efTect is to hang a weight 
from the tripod head. If you 


carry a gadget bag, figure a way 
to suspend it from the apex of 
your tripod. Some* photogra- 
phers carry a bag of sand or 
lead shot for this purpose. 

Mirror lock-up 

Three mechanical events 
happen inside SLR's just- 
before exposure. Any of them 
may cause vibration that pers- 
ists into the exposure interval 
and reduces picture sharpness. 
They are: Lens diaphragm 
closes down to selected shoot- 
ing aperture. Mirror moves up. 
First shutter curtain opens. 

Two of these can be done in 
advance, so any vibration is 
over before the instant 
exposure. 

Many SLR’s usually higher- 
priced models have a mirror 
lock-upcontrol. Ifyourcamera 
is so equipped, I recommend 
locking up the mirror before 
each shot, whenever you have 
the camera on a tripod or other 
firm support. When you are 
using telephoto lenses or lens 
accessories for high magnifica- 
, tion, mirror lock-up is a virtual 
necessity for sharp pictures. 
When the mirror is up, you can 
no longer view the subject, so 
mirror lock-up is practical only 
when the camera is on a rigid 
support. Compose the picture 
and get everything ready to 
shoot before locking up the 
mirror. 

SLR mirrors are cushioned 
at the end of upward vibration. 
Some use a rubber pad: some 
■JTispa special air damper. . The 
best cure is to lock up the mirror 
in advance, so it doesn’t move 
at all. 

Mirrors are usually not 
cushioned on downward travel 
but this happens after the pic- 
ture is made, so a dunk doesn’t 
matter. Most of the noise and 
action you feel in the camera is 
due to mirror return rather 
than its upward travel. 

With most cameras, you can, 
also stop down the lens before, 
shooting. This is a less-impor- 
tant source of vibration than 
the mirror, but do it anyway 
when you are locking up the 
mirror. 

Some SLR's are designed to 
stop down the lens 
automatically when you lock 
up the mirror, so you get both 
benefits. 

When to worry about camera 
movement 

• If you are shooting at a 
lower shutter speed than the 
reciprocal oflens focal length. 

• If you are using a long- 
focal-length telephoto lens. 

• If you are using accessories 
to get higher than normal mag- 
nification of the images. 

• If you plan to enlarge the 
photo. 

How to minimise camera 
movement 

• Switch to film with a higher 
ASA film-speed rating so you 
can use faster shutter speeds. 

• Use a tripod or other rigid 
camera support. 

• Hang a weight from the 
tripod head.

• Stop down the lens before 
shooting.

• Don’t shoot when heavy 
vehicles are passing by — they 
vibrate the ground. 

• Don’t set up on a flexing or 
vibrating floor, particularly in 
the upper levels of a building. 

• If you are really serious 
about it, ask the manufacturer 
of your camera which shutter 
speeds cause least camera 
vibration.

IT ISNT an easy task lo define 
what makes the difference bet- 
ween an adequate photograph 
and a picture which is just that 
little bit more special. Of 
course, many factors come into 
play as regards the technical 
merit of a photograph, but 
when it comes down to it, the 
photographer's feel for the 
subject matter is vital. 

There is nothing particularly 
new or unusual about 
photographic accounts of 
specific countries, however, 
“Kuwait: A Personal View”, is 
theonly book of its kind to have 
been totally produced here, and 
is undeniably a fuller and more 
composite record of the coun- 
try and its multinational 
inhabitants than its predeces- 
sors. 

The photographs are by 
Claudia Farkas and the words 
are wriLlen by Keith Wells, who 
recently came back to work at 
the Arab Times newspaper 
after a few years spent leaching 
at Kuwait University. 

Welts and Farkas worked 
together on the Arab Timesand 
Arab Times Supplement bet- 
ween 1979 and 1983. and the 
photographs themselves were

taken and collected over a 
period of nearly eight years. 

Some of the shots have been 
used elsewhere, but here 
Farkas has chosen to present 
her own idea of Kuwait, and the 
fact that some pictures are 
already familiar in no way 
detracts from the impact of the 
book. 

It isn't the easiest of jobs to 
sum up such a complex place as 
Kuwait in a series of pictures, 
but Farkas has certainly suc- 
ceeded in presenting a com- 
posite assessment of a city full 
of paradox. Every picture is of a 
high standard, though 
naturally some have more 
impact than others. 

For anyone who has 
experienced Kuwait’s weather 
at its worst, the picture of the 
dust storm on a building site is a 
very powerful image. Again, 
the day to day aspects of the city 
are nicely depicted, with stan- 
dard shots of mosques, shops 
and of course, the incredible 
"tent villa”, without neglecting 
the formal and traditional 
character of the country. 
Claudia Farkas seems to be 
equally adept at photograph- 
ing venerable gentlemen with 
their falcons, fish traps in 
Kuwait bay and brightly lit 
buildings. 

Whereas the pictures of the 
hotels do nothing for me as a 
viewer, the human subjects 
which form a good portion of 
the book's pictures, are at times 
outstanding. One of my 
favourites depicts a young girl 
and a veiled women, both gaz- 
ing off somewhere to the left of 
camera with the same unin- 
hibited curiosity. Then there is 
the shopkeeper drinking lea in 
the old vegetable market, or the 
little girls with their sheep. It is 
these photographs which lift 
the book beyond textbook 
quality, and bring it alive for 
Lhe reader. 
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She has the gift of making the 
photographs immediate, alive 
and real. The best of these 
photos for me is of a veiled 
bedouin women, pitching a lent 
while the wind blows herabaya 
out in lo a balloon shape behind 
her. ■ 

It would be unfair lo Keith 
Wells to suggest that the pic- 
tures alone make the book 
special. He has written an 
excellent introduction to the 
country which does not fall into 
the. crucial error of trying to 
define the country too exactly. 
He correctly identifies the 
paradoxes inherent in the 
current Kuwait culture, and 
goes on to provide a wealth of 
observation and background 
information about Kuwait, its 
people and inhabitants, that 
simply are not readily available 
to Lhe reader in any other form . 

He also encapsulates a good 
deal of information about the 
origins of the bedu and their 
customs which are either out of 
print or available only in out- 
dated but expensive volumes. 

I he two should really be con- 
gralulated on this excellent 
addition to the literature about

Kuwait. This is a book 1 am 
glad to own. and which 1 intend 
to give to my family in UK as 
some explanation of my adop- 
ted home. 

My only criticism of the 
book is a minor one: just, 
occasionally a photograph has 
suffered from being split across 
two pages, but this is a limita- 
tion of the binding and produc- 
tion, which is otherwise good, 
and not one which lies within 
Lhe content of the book. 
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Single Reflex Cameras: how they work 


SINGLE-lens reflex (SLR) 
cameras allow viewing through 
the lens and then expose film 
through the same lens. You see 
the image that will later expose 
the film. This is done by a 
movable mirror which inter- 
cepts light from the lens and 
directs it to the viewing window 
of the camera. Then the mirror 
moves upoutoflheway.soyou 
can take the picture. 

Just in front of the film is a 
movable shutter or curtain 
made of metal or doth which 
prevents light from reaching 
the film a focal-plane shutter. 
To expose film, the camera 
mechanism opens the focal- 
plane shutter for a measured 
length of time. 

Inside the lens is a variable 
aperture or opening which con- 
trols the amount of light pass- 
ing through the lens. This is 
sometimes called a diaphragm.' 
What 35mm means 

Film used in 35mm camera is 
35 millimetres (mm) wide. It 
has sprocket holes on both 
sides of the film. A sprocket 
inside the camera has teeth 
which fit into the holes and 
move the film through the 
camera. 

We call cameras which use 
this film 35 mm cameras. 

A millimetre is part of metric 
system of measurement. One 
inch is the same length as 25.4 
millimetres. As a rule of thumb, 
remember 25 mm per inch.

Some commonly 
used terms 

Open-aperture or fitil-aper- 
ture viewing means the lens 
aperture is wide open when you 
are looking through the view- 
finder to focus and compose the 
scene. This gives maximum 
brightness and makes viewing 
easier. 

Automatic aperture or 
automatic diapln-agm means the 
camera lets you view the scene 
with the lens aperture wide 
open and then automatically 
closes or stops down the lens 
aperture to a smaller size just 
before exposing the Him. The 
smaller aperture used to take 
the picture is called shooting 
aperture, or taking aperture. 

Manual aperture is not 
automatic. Open the lens aper- 
ture by rotating a control ring 
on the lens to view at ma ximum 
brightness. Then stop down to 
shooting aperture by manually 
rotating the aperture-control 
ring on the lens before you take 
the picture. 

Present Lenses require man- 
ual control ofaperture but have 
a second control ring on the 
lens to aid in setting the desired 
aperture quickly and without 
looking. The second control 
ring, .sometimes called a preset 
ring, is manually positioned to 
the desired aperture setting. 
But this ring aoes not actually 
control aperture size. It merely 
serves as a stop for the main . 
control ring which does adjust 
aperture. With the present ring 
set to a certain aperture size, the 
main control ring can be turned 
to larger aperture by turning it 
until it reaches the stop selected 
in advance by the preset ring. 

Througk-tke-iens metering, 
also called behind-the-lens 
metering , means the camera has 
a built-in light meter which . 
measures the amount of light 
that actually exposes the film, 
after it has come through the 
lens. All modem SLR cameras 
- have this feature. 

Exposure is the effect of light 
falling on film, made visible by 
development. Exposure 
depends on how bright the light 
is and also how long it falls on 
the film. 

Exposure controls determine 
the amount of exposure. There 
are two controls: Aperture size 
governs the amount of light 
passing through the lens. Shut- 
ter speed governs how long the 
shutter remains open to allow 
light to reach the film. 

Open-aperture or JuU-aper- 
ture metering is tight 
measurement by the camera's 
built-in light meter while the 
lens aperture is wide open, even 
though the picture will betaken 
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35 mm SLR cameras are basically the same, with variations 
among brands. These are the fmafamentai controls and features. 
Some have more, some have less. 


at smaller aperture. This 
requires the camera light meter 
to anticipate the amount of 
light that will come through the 
lens later, when the lens is stop- 
ped down to take the picture. 

Stopped-down metering is 
light measurement behind the 
lens, when the lens is stopped 
down to shooting aperture. It 
measures the actual amount of 
light that will be used to expose 
the film. 

Automatic SLR cameras 
automatically set one of the two 
exposure controls for you, after 
you have first set the other con- 
trol. The automatic SLR 
chooses its setting based on 
measuring light from the scene. 

Nonrautomatic SLR cameras 
require you to set both of the 
exposure controls manually. 
Some SLR's offer either 
automatic or non-automatic 
operation, depending on the 
setting of a switch or control 

Viewfinder displays or 
exposure displays are seen in the. 
viewfinder and use a moving 
needle or flashing lights to 
show if the camera exposure 
controls are set for correct 
exposure, underexposure * or 
overexposure. Viewfinder dis- 
plays show the scene being 
photographed, include a focus- 
ing aid to help you find best 
focus, and show shutter speed 
and /or aperture settings. If the 
camera isr automatic, it shows-- 
you the control setting it 
makes. If manual, it usually dis- 
plays one or both of the control 
settings you make. 

Shutter priority means shut- 
ter speed is the most important 
exposure control. Y ou set shut- 
ter speed first and then use 
whatever aperture size is neces- 
sary to get proper exposure. 
Some automatic cameras 
operate with shutter speed and 
then the camera sets aperture. 

Aperture priority means 
aperture size is most important 
and is set first Then you use 
whatever shutter speed gives 
correct • exposure. Some 
automatic cameras operate 
with aperture priority you set 
aperture and then the camera 
sets shutter speed. 

ASA film speed is a number 
printed on film cartridges and 
cantons. It states the amount of 
exposure the film needs. After 
you dial the film-speed number 
into your camera, the camera 
exposure calculator can figure 
exposure control settings and 
display them in the viewfinder. 



Looking towards lens from 
back of camera, this is wbat the 
film ‘sees’ when the shutter is 
open. Modem SLR’s leave the 
lens aperture wide open while 
you are viewing, so you get 
maximum viewing-screen 
brightness. When this shutter 
operates, lens aperture is 
automatically stopped-down 
to smaller size for correct 
exposure of film. 


Preparing the camera to 
take pictures 

Habit is more reliable than* 
thinking when you are doing 
routine operations. Form the 
habit of following these steps in 
order. Do them each time you 
use the camera and you will | 
avoid many problems. ; 

1. Remove the lens cap and I 
examine the lens. If you own I 
more than one lens, notice i 
which is on the camera. If the 
front surface is dirty, dean it as 
shown on page 22. 

2. Check the battery in the 
camera. They fail suddenly. 
Your camera instruction book- 
let will show how. Some bat- 
tery-check procedures require 
changing the film-speed setting 
on the camera. If you change it, 
be sure to put it back to the 
former setting as soon as you 
have completed the battery 
check. 

3-Look at the frame counter. 
If it indicates S, the camera 
back has been opened since tak- 
ing the last picture so you can 
do no harm by opening itagain. 

If the frame counter shows 
any number, you probably 
have film in the camera. Don't 
open the back until you figure 
out what the situation is. 

If it shows 20, you may be at 
the end of a 20-exposure car- 
tridge. Some cameras will allow 
21 or 22 exposures on a 20- 
- exposure cartridge, depending 
on how the camera was loaded. 
If you can expose frame 22 and 
still advance the film, a 36- 
exposure cartridge is in the 
camera. 

If it shows 36 or higher, you 
are at the end of a 36-exposure 
cartridge. 

When you made the last 
exposure on a cartridge, you 
should have rewound the film 
right then. Did you? Turn the 
rewind knob clockwise and see. 
If itrotates freely, the camera is 
either empty or the film has 
been rewound. Either way, it’s 
safe to open the back. 

4. Open the back and inspect 
the interior of the camera. 
Gean it with a soft brush if 
needed. 

5. Select an unopened carton 
offilm. Look at it to be sure it's 
what you intend to use. Open it 
and load the camera as shown 
in the accompanying photos. 

6. Before closing the camera 
back, look at the film cartridge. 
Notice what kind of film it is 
and the ASA film-speed num- 
ber. If you have loaded the 
wrong kind of film, it's not too 
late to take it out. 

Check to see that the film has 
been wound onto the take-up 
spool so it lies flat across the 
back of the camera and the 
light-trap edge of the film car- 
tridge is not tipped up. If it is 
tipped up, the camera back may 
notclose properly. Wind a little 
more film onto the take-up 
spool and the cartridge will be 
correctly positioned. 

7. Immediately after dosing 
the camera back, set the film- 
speed number into the camera, 
using the film-speed dial. This 
avoids operating with the 
wrong film speed and getting 
bad exposures. 

8. If you shoot part of the roll 
now and part later, you may 
forget what kind offilm you are 
using. Do whatever necessary 
to remember. Write it down. 
Write it on a piece of tape and 
stick it on camera or case. Some 
. cameras have a holder for the 
end of the film carton. Tear it 
ofT and instal it in the holder. 
Some have a film-reminder dial 
you can set' to show film type 
and speed.

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The trick photography of Scott Mutter 

It’s magic, just magic 


FEW people can encounter a 
Scott Mutter photograph and 
keep on walking. At first 
glance, the photomontages he 
creates with the skill of a sur- 
geon have the reality of straight 
documentary photographs. 

It is thesecond look that star- 
tles the viewer, sometimes into 
Idughter, more often into awe, 
as the “truth” of a M utter mon- 
tage comes home: trees grow- 
ing out of a parquet floor; a 
beautiful swan gliding across a 
tile floor, a businessman walk- 
ing through waves toward an 
escalator. But Mutter’s images 
are neither gimmicky nor 
frivolous. At work here is an 
intelligent, serious artist who 
ponders each potential image 
at length, occasionally for 
years, and then works with 
unflagging determination to 
bringms ideas to fruition. 

Mutter began his photogra- 


phy career 1 4 years ago when he 
was 30. He had • a passionate 
desire to visit and make a film of- 
China, a culture he had studied 
for years (He holds a graduate 
degree in history, with an 
emphasis on Chinese studies.) 
Even though be confesses to a 
“serious fear of machines and 
equipment,” he look courses in 
filmmakingat the University of 
Illinois in Urbana so that be 
could accomplish his goals in 
China. He thought he had bet- 
ter learn still photography for 
his trip, .too, but he found the 
classes quite boring. 

But then his study of the 
Chinese language, where 
characters are layered to form a 
new meaning, meshed with his 
interest in the montages of 
legendary Russian filmmaker 
Sergei Eisenstein, whom he had 
studied in his filmmaking cour- 


ses. Ail of a sudden, still 
photography had a purpose for 
Muller, and China was not 
nearly as absorbing as the mon- 
tages he began to compose in 
his darkroom. Mutter's mon- 
tages became metaphors for his 
philosophical beliefs about cul- 
ture, society, and religion. 

As is evident from the unti- 
tled images presented here. 
Mutter became a darkroom 
master, blending images with 
such skill that it is often difficult 
to see just how he has done it. 

In recent years, his work has 
gained more and more recogni- 
tion through frequent exhibi- 
tions ana awards. He is 
included in the corporate 
collections of Citicorp, Coca 
Cola, Chrysler, and the Chase 
Manhattan Bank, as well as in 
major museums such as the 
International Centre of 
Photography in New York and 



the Museum of Contemporary 
Art in Chicago. He is represen- 
ted by Prism Gallery in Evan- 
ston, Illinois, and by Print- 
works in Chicago. 

M utter says he does not work 
intuitively; each image is the 
result of much planning and 
photographing before the 
actual montaging begins. He 
use both 35 mm and medium 
format cameras and will 
rephotograph a subject many 
times if need be. (He took over 
200 frames of swans before get- 
ting one where the tilt of the 
head and the play of the light 
were just right.)

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Photo-journalism at its best 

on famine in Africa 


By Peter Beard 
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TODAY steeped in economic 
theory and sharp realism, 
photo-journalists like Sabas- 
liao Salgado point out the 
harsh inequities of a continent 
ridden with overpopulation 
and famine. 

Sabastiao Salgado, origin- 
ally a Brazilian economist, 
began taking pictures in Africa 
while still working for the cof- 
fee industry. As Salgado's 
photography gained renown, 
he devoted his life to art, publi- 
shing a great body of work on 
both Africa and the Americas. 

Salgado’s photographs 
shown here were taken in Eth- 
iopia, the Sudan and Chad for a 
French medical association. 
Bleak and stylised, they sharply 
contrast with the lyrical 
photography of the 19th cen- 
tury, steeped in painterly por- 
traiture and the tales of Sche- 
herazade. 

"I travelled by plane from 
Addis Ababa,” Salgado 
explains, "and then in four- 
wheel-drive cars and lorries 


filled with hundreds of people. I 
worked fifteen months in 
Africa and spent almost 
$20,000. Sometimes it was very 
difficult to get food because it 
.just didn't exist. Sometimes I 
was sick, biit you bring a lot of 
medicine. The doctors' groups 
helped me. The doctors were 
sick too, with malaria and 
influenza. 


Salgado emphasises the 
economic underpinnings of his 
work. As an expert in coffee, he 
had visited Africa many times 
to study production. His* 
theories of dependency and 
inequity have since compelled 
him to photograph the human 
suffering inherent in the 
African economies. Salgado 
believes that the large 
Euro pea nstyle capitals in Cen- 
tral Africa, where many white 
Europeans and rich Africans 
live, drain the economic resour- 
ces outside the cities. Poor 
outlying towns support very 
rich capitals, with the majority 
of the country working to 
maintain high Western stan- 
dards for the elite. 


“No madi c tribesmen,” Sal- 
gado tells us, "have completely 
lost the culture they once had. 
They have moved outside the 
big cities to look for inter- 
national assistance. The way of 
life that once worked well for 
them has completely disap- 
peared." • 

For Salgado. much has chan- 
ged since he first visited Africa 
in 1973. Population has 
increased enormously, forests 
have disappeared and the 
deserts have enlarged. "The 
desert in Mali has expanded 
2S0 miles to the north. The land 
had a lot ©flakes at the centre. 
The Niger river was a very fer- 
tile region. Now the lakes have 
disappeared and all you have is 
desert." 


Salgado recently returned to 
Africa to do a long-term story 
about starvation. "I saw it was 
time,” he says, “with all the 
sophisticated -technology now 
in the world, the computers and 
space shuttles, that so many 
men should no longer be dying 
of hunger." After six trips to 
'Ethiopia, the Sudan, Mali and

Chad, he exhibited his work in 
Paris and published a very suc- 
cessful book in French 


cessful book in French 
documenting all he saw. Still 
travelling in Belgium and Swit- 
zerland, the exhibition has hel- 
ped raise both money and inter- 
national consciousness.

Salgado is currently at work 
photographing the great work 
sites of the world: the gold 
mines of Brazil, die shipyards 
of Poland, France and Korea 
and the sugar-cane fields of 
Latin America. Through this 
project, Salgado would like to 
show the power of man and to 
capture the grand image of the 
world’s manual-labour force 
before it is replaced by robots

Caught in an economic cross-fire 


By Steven Rosenbaum 


THE SAD truth is that every 
photographer worth his latent 
image will slump intoperi ods of 
creative stagnation from time 
to. time. • 

Experiencing one of these 
slumps is not pleasant — in' 
fact it’s downright frustrating! 
Wouldn't it be nice if, when the 
viewfinder doesn’t reveal any- 
thing ^interesting,” when no 
ligbt“loDks right” and when no 
subject seems worthy of even 
one frame of film, we could. 
ex&?rience — as if by some 
magic — a sudden dose of 
creative inspiration? 

-■ -'In photography; as with any 
other creative pursuit, this feel- 
ing of frustration seems to be a 
necessary, vital arid absolutely 
normal reaction tjb the creative 
process. It’s only by experienc- 
ing this tad of frtiri ration — or 
stagnation of artistic ideas — 
that we push ourselves farther 
down the creative path. 

Writers have characterised 
their version of the ailment as 
“writer’s block,” so 1 fhinlc ji’s 
appropriate to call our dead 
ends “photographer’s block.” 
Unfortunately, even though 
every photographer I’ve ever 
met hopes that his images wfll 
possess a healthy measure of 
imagination, that kind of 
creativity and inspiration 
rarely happen all by them- 
selves. That’s when “photogra- 
pher’s block” sets in. 

. Qpe thing is certain: if an 
original vision is to exist in a 
photograph, it must be 

throug^imaginatinn and hard 
work. Imagination is often the 
single missing ingredient that’s 
capable of transforming an 
otherwise mediocre 

photograph- into one that’s 
spectacular; hard work is the 
element that will turn imagina- 
tion into results. 

‘I wish that I could capture 
the creative genius of top 
photographers and place it in 
convenient self-serve packages 
for all of us to consume. We’d 
simply: select the packet of our 
choice, empty tfaexontents into 
our waiting SLRs and add film. 
Assuming we were careful not 
to let die pre-loaded imagina- 
tion spill out, our vision would 
now be guided by talented men- 

Sad to say, the creative 
process doesn’t work that way. 
No two people see the world 
exactly the same way and no 
two photographers could pos- 
sibly share— or even borrow — 
identically creative visions. 
That’s what makes photogra- 
phy — like all art — such a 
demanding and, above all, per- 
sonal medium. 

There's no telling how long 
photographer's block wall last 
once it sets in. There's no single 
remedy that is guaranteed to 
work, or works the same way

for everyone, like an annoying 
attack of hiccups, everyone 
claims to have their own sure- 
fire cures. While I offer no 
guarantees, here are some sug- 
gestions that have worked well 
for me. 1 hope they help you, 
too. 

My initial approach to over- 
coming photographer’s block 
is to read. First 1 refer to my 
own picture-taking-idea notes. 
(I try not to rely on memory 
alone, so whenever I get an idea 
for a photo, I jot it down.) After 
reviewing these notes for ideas. 


magazines or better yet, send 
for catalogues. Regardless of 
your budget, you're bound to 
find some unusual accessories 
tucked away in ads and 
catalogues that can spark your 
imagination and perk up your 
shots; maybe now’s the time to 
buy that right-angle finder for 
your camera! 

Making photographs is 
really what it's all about, 
though. So next. 1 pick up my 
cameras and shoot, but I try to 
break away from my usual 
work habits. For instance. I’ll 


‘Visual perception is as much concerned 
* with remembering what we have seen as 
with the act of seeing itself. When 1 look at 
a picture, I am aware that I am seeing it, 
and I can describe the experience of seeing. 
I can also remember what I saw after the 
picture is no longer there.’ 


I briefly look through books in 
my library and sometimes even 
refer to my own photographs, 
hoping for something that will 
allow: me to connect a past 
image with a current vision. 

Check out back issues of 
photography magazines for 
.ideas or browse through a local 
camera store or photo gallery. 
Shop the mail-order ads in the 


set out for a day's shoot with 
just one camera and one lens 
instead of carrying almost 
everything I own. Since 1 would 
normally shoot with a 28mm 
wide-angle as my “normal” 
lens. I'll force myself to take a 
100 mm tele in its place — or 
even a 35- 105mm zoom. At 
times like this, it’s more impor- 
tant to begin seeing the world 
differently than to have any 


specific combination of camera 
and lens in your mind orat your 
side. 

Vary the kind of film you use. 
If you usually shoot colour 
slide film, try a roll of black and 
while or maybe high-speed 
colour neg. Use a tripod com- 
bined with long time-exposures 
if that’s not your normal style. 
Gel up for a sunrise or shoot 
available light at night. Try 
yourexperimenta! hand atslow 
shutter speeds in combination 
with electronic flash exposures. 

Nothing rekindles my 
creative flame as much as an 
occasional change in camera/ 
film format, and I really do 
enjoy shooting with my 
medium - and large format 
cameras outside the studio. 
Whether I dust off the film hol- 
ders or just load up the roll-film 
backs, I try to take these 
cameras for a walk at least 
several times a year. 

The photographs- in this 
story were made using a 
Widelux (Model 1 500) camera. 
True, it sells for nearly 53,000. 
but this panoramic camera 
promises to wake up even the 
most tired creative spirits. It 
yields six exposures on a roll of 
120 roll film, each measuring 
approximately 2x4-7/8 inches 
(50mmx)22xnm). Thanks to 
the unusual design of its swivel- 
ing lens mount, the camera's 50 
mm f/2.8 lens covered a field of 
150 degrees.

The low-down 
on film speed 


What film speed means 

ASA film speed is a rnnnbei 
-published by the manufacturer 
of the film, marked on the film 
carton and also on the film car- 
tridge. It is a message from the 
film maker to tell -your camera 
-how much exposure the film 
needs. 

Films with a low ASA speed 
such as 25 need a lot of 
exposure and are called slow 
films. 

Films with a high ASA num- 
ber such as 400 need much less 
expos lire and are called fast 
films . 

Intermediate film speeds are 
100 and 125. 

ASA stands for American 
Standards Association, a 
group in the United States 
which publishes American 
Standards or USA Standards. 
The name of the organisation 
was -changed .iit 1969 to 
American National Standards 
Institute (ANSI) but because 
ASA was already well-establi- 
shed as an identification it is 
still used to identify these film 
speeds.., 

. ASA film speeds are used 
around the world-. Another way 
of stating film speed, developed 
in 'Germany, is called DIN. The 
accompanying J tabJe shows 
how to convert from one to the 
other. Most films are marked 
both ways. 

The ASA film-speed series 

Hints speed are easy. Start at 
ASA 25jand double or halve in 
both directions: 

12 25 50 100 200 400800 
1600 3200 and so forth. 

Ahigher film-speed- number 
means the film is more sensitive 
to Bghtahd therefore needs less 
exposure. ASA 100 film is twice 
35 Sensitive as- ASA 50 and 
before needs one step less 
exposure.

Two commonly used film- 
speed rating systems are ASA 
and the German DIN system. 
They agree at 12. ASA goes np 
in steps by doubling. To make 
the same step-increases, DIN 
adds 3 units. 

Not all films are manufac- 
tured with speed numbers on 
the standard series shown 
above. Most films are a stan- 
dard speed, or 1 /3 step faster, or 
.2/3 step faster. 

I consider the film-speed 
series that includes ASA 25, 50, 
100, and so forth as the stan- 
dard series because these num- 
bers appear on many camera 
■shutter-speed dials with the 
intermediate numbers 

represented by dots. An equally 
valid point of view is to say the 
film-speed series is not big 
jumps such as from 25 to 50, 
with intervening fractions of a 
jump. Instead, the series is 
made up using the small 
intervals giving each number 
equal importance; 6, 8, 10, 12, 
16, 20, 25, 32, 40, 50. 64, and so 
forth. 

You can construct the enure 
series by starting with three 

small numbers, 6, 8 and 10, then 

double them leap-frog style to 
eel the rest of the numbers. 

It’s useful, one way or 
another to carry the film-speed 

numbers in yourheadsoyou 

can figure things hkete ASA 

g0 is 1/3 slower than ASA 100.

WILL manual-focusing SLRs 
slowly be phased out just like 
the meterless SLRs and all- 
mechanical SLRs that 
preceded them? Ask the camera 
makers and you'll get an 
emphatic, “No!” However 
there are some sound reasons 
behind the widespread paran- 
oia that contends they will, and 
it’s a sad fact of the photogra- 
phic marketplace that many 
great and near-great upper 
middle class, nol-q idle-profes- 
sional cameras are biting the 
dust. Indeed, this trend, may 
well escalate before that dust 
finally settles. 

Why are such fine machines 
as the Nikon FA. Olympus 
OM-2S Programme. Olympus 
OM-1, Canon A- 1, Canon AE- 
l Programme, Minolta X-570 
and Ricoh XR-P suddenly 
being phased out (nobody uses 
the word “discontinued” 
anymore) at roughly the same 
time? For a variety of 
individual reasons to be sure, 
bui there is one underlying fac- 
tor lhaL unifies them — all are 
caught in the midst of an econ- 
omic crossfire between rising 
production costs and limited 
manufacturing capability on 
the one hand and rising prices 
and declining market share on 
the other. 

To put it succinctly, high 
class enthusiast SLRs are 
expensive to produce and sell 
and appeal mostly to SLR con- 
noisseurs. Manufacturers 
would rather concentrate on 
more profitable things like AJF 
SLR s. 

Can there be any good news 
lurking in such a dismal scen- 
ario? You bet. Though many 
high class, manual focus SLRs 
won't make it in a world 
populated with AF SLRs sell- 
ing in the $300-5400 price 
range, the traditional entry- 
level and professional models 
can continue to survive and 
prosper because they appeal to 
a completely different 
audience. ■

cameras like the Penlax K. 1 000, 
Ricoh K.R-30, Minolta X-370 
and Nikon FM-2. Many of 
these machines cost less than 
one of ihe better point-and- 
shoot 35s. or less than half the 
price ofthe average AF SLR. In 
sheer performance-per-dollar 
quotient, cameras in this 
category are probably today's 
bestbuys. 

Despite the chorus of mum- 
blings and grumblings, top-of- 
i he- line professional SLRs are 
not much threatened by the AF 
onslaught. Pros and advanced 
amateurs who can appreciate 
and afford magnificent 
machines like the Canon F-I, 
Nikon F3. Leica R5, Contax 
RTS II and Penlax LX are not 
likely lo desert them. In fact, 
some camera makers have 
expressed the opinion that 
serious enthusiasts may turn 
increasingly to honest-to-gosh 
pro SLRs as the ranks or 
semipro models dwindle. 

Yes, truly professional SLRs 
are quite expensive and they 
currently represent only a tiny 
percentage of tola) SLR sales, 
but it is a steady, profitable and 
influential segment of the 
market and none of the major 
companies now in it plan to 
abandon it. 

But what if you just can't 
afford to spend upwards of 
$750 or so on your next SLR. or 
would rather apply some of 
that elusive “discretionary 
income” to other things, like 
lenses, film and darkroom sup- 
plies. Should you rush out and 
buy one of the above-men- 
tioned vanishing breed while 
you can still buy it new? Should 
you wait six months until the 
prices drop? 

My advice: Even if you. 
regard these trends as a loom- 
ing crisis, don't panic. Many a 
solid, full-featured, upper- 
medium-priced, manual focus 
SLR has made it safely into '88, 
and cameras of this delectable 
species will not suddenly van- 
ish. 

Many have crept upward in 
price as the unsteady dollar 
chases the yen, but bargains 
and discounts still abound, 
among both “phased out” and 


“in production” models. Even 
in the wake of the Great Dis- 
continuance. there are proba- 
bly just as many advanced . high 
tech, nearly-pro manual focus 
SLRs currently listed in the 
catalogues as there were 15 
years ago. 

Some examples; the Minolta 
X-700 (a fine SLR somewhat 
eclipsed by the Maxxums), 
Canon 7^0 ( E. BA., everything 
but aulofocus), Olympus OM- 
4T and OM-3 ( I’ll call'em semi- 
pro for now, but many pros use 
’em), Contax 1 67 MT (elegance 
plus high tech), Ricoh XR-M 
(more E.B.A). There are oth- 
ers. 

Also, bear in mind that some 
leading camera makers intend 
to develop upscale manual 
focus SLRs and lo introduce 
upgraded replacements for 
models dropped from their 
lines. As with other revolutions 
in photography, the autofocus 
SLRexplosion may yet result in 
a backlash, and it will be fascin- 
ating to see if camera makers 
respond with high-end, mul- 
timode manual focus models. 

At least one major manufac- 
turer is considering the novel 
concept of “an autofocus SLR 
designed to appeal lo 
photographers who prefer 
manual focus.” What manner 
of beast could that be? How 
about “a camera that's desig- 
ned as a multimode manual 
focus SLR but just happens to 
have autofocus as one of its 
features.” To achieve this, 
they'd have to come up with a 
series of AF lenses that focus 
and feel like manual focus len- 
ses when used in finger-focus 
mode— something nobody has 
done, though Canon has come 
the closest with the EOS duo. 
But perhaps the most challeng- 
ing aspect would be marketing 
such a camera. I can see it now! 
“The autofocus SLR for people 
who hate autofocus” or “Turn 
off the LCD autofocus brack- 
ets and voila they become a 
split-image range-finder!" 

Oh yes, one final word about 
the commendable crop of dear- 
departed SLRs. If you think 
you're gonna nab any of ’em at 
a larcenous price simply 


because they've been expunged 
from their respective 
catalogues guess again. When 
worthy models are terminated, 
their "street price” often 
increases, al least in the short 
term. The reasons are not hard 
to fathom — a spurt of 
increased dema nd coupled wi th 
an obviously limited supply. 
According lo Nikon. FAs and 
F£2s are already fetching 
premium prices since their 
untimely demise and I’d predict 
that the same will happen with 
the Olympus OM-2s 
Programme and the venerable 
OM-1. 

indeed, as my buddy at 
Olympus confided, "Olympus 
fans are really upset with the 
discontinuance of the OM-1. 
When you consider that vir- 
tually all its features (save ye 
olde meter needle in pincers) 
are duplicated in the mostly 
mechanical OM-3. the level of 
adverse reaction is amazing. 
“I’m not surprised in the least, 
knowing what emotional 
creatures camera enthusiasts 
can be. After all. the Olympus 
OM-l is a true landmark 
camera, a classic that started 
the compact SLR revolution of 
the 70s. 

And it’s been in production 
virtually unchanged for one- 
and-a-half decades — a rather 
surprising and distinguished 
record in this age of instant 
obsolescence through progress. 

“So why did the factory dis- 
continue it?” I asked disingen- 
uously. “So they could concen- 
trate on the OM-77AF- line?" 
“Not really,” my friend replied 
wistfully. “It's just that the 
OM-1 was designed to be 
produced on an old-style 
production line using high- 
quality components like steel 
gears. Making such a camera 
without compromising its 
quality is labour intensive, and 
very costly these days. Frankly, 
the market for simple, match- 
needle-metering, all-mechan- 
ical SLRs selling for about 5300 
(with normal f/1.8 lens) just 
isn’t there.’ 1 It would be, of 
course, if everybody who 
claims to want that kind of a 
camera actually went out and 
bought one! —

5,000 dollars (53,700) for misbe- 
haviour during a domestic flight 
and alleged damage in a dressing 
room. 

Last week an Australian court 
fined Botham 800 dollars (5590) 
after he admitted charges of 
assault and offensive behaviour 
during a flight between Mel- 
bourne and Perth on March 15. 

Botham is also alleged to have 
wilfully damaged a dressing 
room after a match in Launces- 
ton, Tasmania, in February. The 
Tasmanian Cricket Council is 
investigating reports of the 
incident. 

Botham’s manager Tom 
Byron, who spoke on the crick- 
eter's behalf at today's meeting, 
said he was devastated by the 
QCA's derision. 

L T expect Botham will be 
shocked to hear the news,” 
Byron said. 

Botham, 32, has frequently 
been in trouble off the field dur-

ing a brilliant but stormy career. 

His first brush with the law 
came in 1 981 when he was acquit- 
ted on charges ofbeating up a 22- 
year-old sailor outside a night- 
club in the northern industrial 
town of Scunthorpe. 

In March 1985 Botham was 
convicted and fined £100 (5186) 
for possessing cannabis. 

Smoked 

A year later he was again 
embroiled in controversy when a 
former Miss Barbados, Lindy 
Field, told newspapers that the 
pair had indulged in wild sex 
orgies during a Test series in the 
West Indies. 

In the same year Botham 
(Admitted in a newspaper article - 
that he smoked cannabis all 
through his cricket career and the 
Test and County Cricket Board 
banned him from all first class 
cricket for two months.
